EWING’S BILL WITHDRAWN. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago 1rivune. 

WasHineTon, D. C., Nov. 2.—Gen, Ewing 
renewed his assault upon the Resumption act 
in the House to-day, but he was obliged to pre- 
face it with a statement which showed that he 
has been compelled to surrender part of his 
ground. He announced that the Banking and 
Currency Committee baa instructea him to 
substitute the Fort bill for his own, and to post- 
pone the consideration untii Noy. 18. The 
Bankiug and Currency Committee this morning 
changed its tactics, three of the Democrats who 
had before supported the Ewing bill abandoning 
it for the Fort bill. This change was occasioned 
by the causes indicated last night. Many of the 
supporters of the repeal bili are quite as earnest 
advocates of 
THE NATIONAL BANKING SYSTEM AND FREE 

BANKING. 

The impression rapidly gained ground in the 
House yesterday that the Ewing bill, in repeal- 
ing the entire third section without exception, 
repealed also the free-banking clause, and might 
compel a redistribution of the currency, and the 
restoration of the old restrictions upon banking. 
This lost the Ewing bill nearly fourteen votes 
yesterday, and in order to save the bill altogeth- 
er the experiment of substituting the Fort bill 
for it was devised. Some of the lawyers who 
have carefully examined both bills to-day say 
that in point of fact there is 

NOT MUCH DIFFERENCE 
in them. Gen. Ewing himself declared that 
they were substantially alike, but even with 
this substitution Ewing fared very badly with 
his measure. The opposition entirely check- 
mated him by parliamentary maneuvres, and 
just at the moment when he had expected to 
have unrestricted use of the floor for an hour 
he found that by atechnical slip of the law he 
was obliged to meet a motion to lay the entire 
subject upon the table. This motion was de- 
feated,—the yeas being 108, the nays 140. This

A BETTER TEST OF THE HOUSE 
on the real merits of the repealing question 
than the vote the other day—116 to 138. There 
were no considerable change of vote, so the 
bill went over until to-morrow for further dis- 
cussion, all efforts to adjourn over until some 
day next week having been defeated by the 
friends of repeal. 
THE EWING SILVER BILL. 

The House Committee on Banking and Cur- 
rency, by a vote of 7 to 4, the same as the vote 
upon reporting the bill to repeal the Resump- 
tion act, has agreed to a bill for the remonetiza- 
tion of the silver dollar. The esseutial features 
of the bill are provisions for the coinage of the 
silver dollar 4 1887, containing 41244 grains of 
standard silver, and the enactment that it shall 
be a legal- tender for all debts, public and pri- 
vate, except the payment of which is 
otherwise provided for. It also proposes to

Boone—Corn will be over three-fourths of an 
average yield per acre, and the increased acreage 
will bring the total yield in the county up to a fair 
average crop. 

Brown—Corn will make about an average crop, 
and is well matured; owing to warm weather and 
[ 8 complaint is made of corn damaging in 
the shock. 

Bureau — Corn is well matured, of quality, 
and will make more than average yield on the in- 
creased acreage. 

Calhoun—Corn is matared in good condition, and 
will make three-fourths of a crop. 

Carroll—Corn is generally well matured, and even 
the late planting has not been injured by frost; the 
crov will hardly be up to the average. 

Cass—Corn is well ripened and firm, of good 
quality, and will make afull average crop; late 
planting not injured by frost. 

Champaign—Corn has come out wonderfully the 
last two months, and will make more than an aver- 
age crop; the late planting was not damaged by 
frost, and will be dry enough to crib the 1st of No- 
vember. 

Christian—Corn will not make an average crop; 
is sound and well matured. 

Clark—Corn has improved greatly the past two 
months owing to the season, which has been un- 
usually favorable; the crop will make about 90 per 
cent of an average yield, and is sound and well 
matured. 

Clay—Corn will not make one-half of a crop 
owing tothe unfavorable season; the corn pros- 
pect has improved somewhat the past two months 
owing to continued warm, growing weather and the 
absence of frost—the crop is sound and dry. 7 

Clinton—Corn will not make more t 
thirds of a crop, which, when taki 
eration the decreased acreage, will 
less than the usual supply. 

Coles—Cornis sound and of good quality, and 
will make about an average crop;-some complain 
that corn was badiv blown down in September and 
loss sustained by rotting on the ground since the 
rainy season set in. 

Cook—Corn is well matured, of good quality, and 
an unusually large yield, with an increased acre- 
age. 

Crawford—Corn will not make over three-fourths 
of a crop; early planting well ripened and of good 
quality; late planting 1 18 by ea ly frost. 

Cumberland— Corn, in some sections of the 
county, is very good, and in other parts will not 
make mach over half a crop; taking the county 
over, there will be nearly an average crop on the 
limited acreage; corn is well matured and not in- 
jured frost. 

DeKalb—Corn is sound, dry, and in good condi- 
tion; the acreage is larger than last year, with full 
average yield. : 

DeWitt—Corn is sound. well matured, and out 
of the way of frost, and will make nearly an aver- 
age crop; early planting was dry enough to crib the 
15th of October, 

Douglas—Corn has not been 1 by frosts, 
but owing to warm weather is not. drying; the crop 
throughout the county will make more than three- 
feurths of an average crop;in some sections of the 
county the crop is much better han last year. 

DuPage Corn is hard and sound, and will make 
an average yield on the increased acerage, which 
will give much more corn than last year. 

Edgar—Corn is well matured and out of the way 
of frost; the yield peracre is much above an av- 
erage, which, with the increased acreage, will 
give the county one ofthe largest and best crops 
of corn ever raised. 

Edwards—Corn has improved very much since 
last repoft, and will make nearly three-fourths of 
an average crop of good quality 

Efingham—Corn will make about three-fourths 
of an average crop, which is above former ésti- 
mates. 

Fayette—Corn is sound and well matured, a fair 
yield on high ground, but a faiure on wet, un- 
drained land; crop will not make more than half 
the average yield. 

Ford—Corn is well matured, of good quality, 
and will make about three-fourths of an average 
— which, with the increased acreage, will 

ardly make an average crop. 

Franklin—Corn will not make more than three- 
fourths of an average yield; insome parts of the 
country the crop is very iight. 

Fulton—Corn has matured finely, but will make 
hardly an average crop; in some parts of the coun- 
ty the crop is excellent, —in other sections almosta 
failure. 

Gallatin—Corn on well drained land that had good

THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC. 

The San Francisco Hvening Bulletin has a long 
editorial in opposition to Tom Scott's Soutbern 
Pacific Railroad scheme, and claims that the 
Central Pacific is ready to complete that line 
without a single subsidy bond. It has the fol- 
lowing to say in regard to this matter: 

Whatever objections may be made to the man- 
agement of this Company (the Central Pacific], it 
has certainly been characterized by wonderful 
vigor and consummate ability. As its stock is in 
few hands, it is controlled with singleness of paur- 
pose and purely on business principles. The great 
cost of maintenance, and the heavy grades 
to surmount on its maim line, may perhaps 
preciude the —— of reaching rates 
on overland goods current on the Eastern roads: 
yet it nas, despite all prophecies to the contrary, 
built up a paying business. Its through freignts 


have risen from 98,057 tons in 157%, to nearly, 


200,000 tons, and while they still consist mainly 
of valuable material, such as wool, tea, salmon, 
wines, dry goods, sugar, tobacco, hardware, etc., 
the tariff 1s being adjusted each year so as to add 
to the quota of balky articles transported. Smip- 
ments of barley, for example, last year aggregated 
757 car-loads, while 2. 101 tons of green fruit were 
moved Eastward. A decrease of 19 percent in 
the tariff in 1876 was followed by an increase of 
22 per cent in the freight carried. 

Ii is to be presumed the struggle forthe Southern 
transcontinental route will be renewed in the pres- 
ent Congress, but there seems to be no probability 
that the Central Pacific managers will be thwarted. 
The chances for Tom Scott's bond scheme are very 
Small. Every convention that has met in the 


Northern or Western States thus far. whether. 


Democratic or Republican, has opposed the grani- 
ing of subsidies in any shape to railroad or other 
corporations. With the exception, perhaps, of 
the Gulf States, the sentiment of the people 
seems to oppose the policy of sabsidizing. r. 
Scott cannot go on without Government aid, and 
the Californians can, the issue is scarcely doubtful. 

The Company which has ouilt a road across the 
desert, and has spanned the Colorado, and is now 
rapidly completing the first thousand miles of rail- 
road extending south towards the Mississippi Val. 
ley and the Gulf States, can build another thousand 
miles om the same terms, —that is, without a bond 
anbeidy. It is ready, as we understand, to push 
the road 200 miles into Arizona within a few 
months. Tne practical solution of the question of 
a Southern railroad is in the construction of it. 
That is the solution which the Southern Pacitic 
Company are working out. not on paper, but on 
the borders of Arizona ‘lerritory.

For 
this reason Chicago dropped from the head to the 
tail of the League. Louieville did not win the 
championship. and St. Louis, after opening the 
season in magnificent style, closed it by pressing 
Chicago closely for last place. The root of the 
evil in the St. Louis Club was not reached until 
the season was 60 far advanced that it was impos- 
sible to remedy it,, and even then proof necessary 
to make outa case ina court of justice was not 
obtainable, @ithoagh saffisient evidence of a con- 
clusive nature had reached the officers of the St. 
Louis Club to demonstrate that at least two of 
their men were playing into the hands of Mike, 


McDonald, the notorious Chicago gambler, who 


carries out a system of pool-seliing on an exten 
sive scale. 


fne dature of the proof against these men will be 
It will probably be remembered 
that on Aug. 24 the St. Louis and Chicago Clubs 
played a game in this city. the home club being 
beaten by ascoreof4to 4. Two or three days 
previous a certain St. Louis sharp visited Chicago 
and was seen tospend a good deal of his time in 
Mike McDonald's company. He returned to St. 
Louis in time to witness the game referrcd to, and 
on the day on which it was played received a con- 
siderable sum of money from McDonald by means 
of telegraphic orders. These orders were received 
under an assumed name, but as the Telegraph 
Company refused to pay them, the address was 
changed by the sender in Chicago, and the money 
was paid over to the party referred to. On the 
same day this individual backed the Chicago Club 
heavily to win and telegraphed. McDonald. in sub- 
stance, as follows: Buy wheat, Smith is all 
right. Jones will assist. This game, as pre- 
viously mentioned, was won by Chicago, and it 
wae lost to St. Louis by two members of the Brown 
Stocking nine, who committed the errors which 
gave Chicago the game at precisely the right 
moment. To ascertain whether they were 
‘*Smith” and Jones“ was now the prob- 
lem which the officers of the Club determined to 
solve, and a detective was employed 
to work up the case. That night McVonaid's 
agent and the two men who lost the game 
for gt. Louis met in the back room of a saloon in 
the northwestern part of the city, held a long and 
secret interview, and money was seen to * 
hands. When the conference broke up, the mid - 
dleman was beard to remark: ‘*‘ For God's sake, 
don’t lose your nerve to-morrow.” To still fur- 
ther, strengthen the case against these men. it 
should be stated that onthe same day, and before 
the game, one of them telegraptied to a friend in 
Philadelphia, Wein go to Chicago, but don’t 
knoW when, and as the St. Louis Club had, as 
was then supposed. paid its last visit to Chicago 
for the season, and the sender had no business to 
trans ict in that city, the idea naturally suggested 
iteelf that the word Chicago in the dispatch 
meant a good deal more to the recipient than it 
would have done to an outsider. The next day the 
same clubs acain met, and McPonald’s miserable 
tool again telegraphed his employer to dabble in 
grain, although he was never known to handle any- 
thing except the implements of the gambling fra- 
teruity. On this occasion, however, the pool-sell- 
ere were neatly **whip-sawed,” for the suspected 
men were closely watched, and the instant that 
one of them attempted to duplicate his errors of 
the previous day, Capt. McGeary made a judicious 
change, sending him toa position where, as luck 
happened, he had little to do, and the result justi- 
ned the act, for St. Louis won and the gamblers 
went broke. 

In view of the above, was it not natural that the 
friends of the Club gave up al! hope of winning the 


championship? It must be remembered that the 


officers did not have sufficient proof to convict 
these men. nor could they cancel thetr contracts, 
and the only punishment in their power to inflict 
was to make them play on through the season.

RELIGIOUS. 


THE EPISCOPAL CONGRESS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
New York, Nov. 2.—The Hon. John Welsh, 


nominated as Minister to the Court of St. 


James, addressed the Episcopal Church Con- 
gress here this forenoon on the subject of “The 
Organization and Administration of Charity.” 
In the course of bis remarks he said 
that the State in its broadest sense 
was but an organized charity, or an 
instrument designed to confer on man the ad- 
vantages which individually he could not com- 
mand for himself. The Church was like unto 
it, only exceptional in its purpose. This coun- 
try has been so productive and generally pros- 
perous, and its condition 80 favorable, that a 
systematic pian for the organization of charity 
was long neglected, and the voluntary action of 
the people was relied upon foralmost every need 
beyond the simplest arrangements necessary for 
protection. With the increase of population 


came greater requirements, and, by a gradual 
process, a system was being developed which 
promised to compass after a few years the 
whole circle of charity. Notwithstanding this, 
the voluntary system would continue to con- 
tribute largely to the public relief, This had 
been, and probably would continue to 
be, as chaotic a system as Scould well 


be devised, consisting largely of the crea- 
tion of individual fancies and prejudices 


rather than of real wants, and vastly more 
costly than it ought to be. The State being re- 
sponsible for a judicious provision for all ob- 
ects which might reasonably be classed as pub- 
te charities, it me a matter worthy of se- 
rious inquiry how far the Church might with 
advantage aid the State indirectly by teaching 
her members to participate personally in en- 
couraging and promoting every movement for 
ameliorating the condition of man, and directly so 
far as.it might be done without interference 
with the system adopted by the State in supple- 
menting that system through the establishment 
of institutions adapted to various objects not 
immediately within its range. How might the 
Church supplement the charities of the State !— 
was an interesting, practical question. On this 
int Mr, Welsh Rad special emphasis on the 
act that the circumstances of each diocese 
and parish should determine the character and 
extent to which such efforts should be carried, 
and he counseled the avoidance of the too prob- 
able embarrassments which followed iil-consid- 
ered projects. A great error,—and one of ev- 
erv day occurrence,—was the effort to multiply 
institutions for different objects at the same 
time. There were yet but few fields entirely 
oceupied, but care should be taken that what 
was dove would best serve the interests of the 
community and not interfere with enterprises 
already entered on by others. 

At the closing session, this evening, the 
Indian question was discussed. Bishop Whip- 
ple, of Minnesota, charged the Government 
with always being first to break its pledges, and 
said less attention was given to murdered 
Indians than if they were swine. The first 
requisite of form was to keep our faith 
and believe that lying was lying, 
whether with the white or with the 
red man. The men having the Indians in 
enarge should be men who believed in God, and 
who were afraid tosteal. The Indian Bureau 
should be placed in an independent position. It 
would not do to transfer it tothe War Depart- 
ment. It reformed nothing to put à bad sys- 
tem into other hands. He said the Nez Perces 
who were called sullen and defiant now, would 
go into history as brave and heroic souls, who 
died for their country.

ANOTHER GREAT STEAMER.

Sr. Louis, Nov, 2,—At a quarter to 12 o’clock 
this forenoon the palatial steamer Bismarck— 
since the burning of the Great Republic the 
finest on the Mississippi—was discovered to be 
on fire, and in fifteen minutes, and before the 
fire engines. could arrive and get to work, the 
entire vessel was wrapped in flames.

CHICAGO MARKET SUMMARY. 

The Chicago prodace markets were tame yes- 
terday, and easier. Mess pork closed steady, at 
$12. 60@12. 65 for November and $12. 55612. 60 
for January. Lard closed quiet, at $8.00@8.05 
for the year and $8.10@8.12% for January. 
Meats were steadier, at 5% c for loose shoulders and 
"c for do short ribs. Lake freighte were more 
active and firmer, at e for wheat to Buffalo. 
Whisky was unchanged, st $1.07 per gallon. Flour 
was easier. Wheat closed Xc lower, at $1.04% 
for November and $1.03% for December. Corn 
closed tame, at 42Xc for November and 42e for 
May. Oats closed stronger, at 25c cash and 24%@ 
2c for November. Rye was steady, at Sic 
Barley closed at 50%c cash and 61\c for December. 
Hogs were quiet and 5@10c lower, closing steady, 
at $4.50@4.90. Cattle were in fair demand and 
firmer, with sales at $1.80@6.00. Sheep were dull, 
at $3.00@4.25. Inspected into store in this city 
yesterday: 266 cars wheat, 369 cars corn, 65 cars 
oats, 12 care rye, and 79 cars bariey. Total (791 
cars), 312,000 bu. One hundred dollars in gold 
would buy $102. 62% in greenbacks at the close. 


Greenbacks at the New York Stock Ex- 
change yesterday closed at 97}. 


A furious gale, amounting almost to a 
cyclone, prevailed yesterday along the East- 
ern lakes. At Toronto eleven vessels suf- 
fered more or less damage, and at Buffalo a 
flooding of the wharves was the result of the 
high wind. 

Something in the way of milk is contrib- 
uted this morning by the South Division 
Medical Inspector of the Health Department. 
The article in this instance is not food for 
babes and sucklings, but material for the 
digestion of strong men. Dr. Sawyer tells 
us what we knew already,—that we are being 
horribly swindled by a gigantic Milk Ring, 
but he omits to tell us what we are going to 
do about it. 


Yesterday Mr. Ewa abandoned his bill 
to repeal the whole of Sec. 3 of the Re- 
sumption act, and accepted Mr. Fonr's 
amendment, which repealed only so much of 
the section as provided for resumption in 
January, 1879. A motion to lay the bill on 
the table was defeated,—yeas 108, nays 140,— 
and then the subject was laid over with the 
understanding that it will be taken up after 
the elections. 


A bill for the remonetization and free 
coinage of silver was yesterday agreed upon 
by the House .Committee on Banking and 
Carrency. It authorizes the comage of the 
dollar of 1837, containing 4124 grains, and 
makes the coin a full legal-tender for all 
debts, public and private, the payment of 
which is not otherwise provided for by law. 
The present position of the Resumption. 
repeal bill will render it impossible to intro- 
duce the Silver bill for some days to come.

The trouble between Egypt and Abyssinia 
Which has so many times » amicably 
settled is again assuming proportions 
which threaten the integrity of the 
former nationality. It is now said 
that. the King of Abyssinia threatens 
to imvade Egypt with 120,000 men 
unless his demands are complied with. Such 
an invasion, unless disputed by some other 
power of respectable strength, would over- 
run and devastate the country as did the lo- 
custs in the earlier ages.

The disclosures contained in our columns 
this morning of the rascality practiced by 


prominent members of some of the leading 
base-ball nines of the country can be ac- 
cepted as unfailing evidence that the game 
of base-ball, which for nearly ten years has 
enjoyed a remarkable popularity, has vir- 
tually collapsed, so far as the maintenance 
of paid professional clubs is concerned. The

How much does J. CAAM Hares, Jus- 
tice of the Peace, who is running on the 
Ring ticket for Probate Judge, know about 
probate law or probate matters? Have 
property-owners thought of this? Has it 
occurred to them that this Justice of the 
Peace is utterly unqualified for the office to 
which he aspires? This is a serious matter, 
which goes far beyond party considerations. 
This person probably never read a line of 
law touching probate matters in his life, and 
is utterly ignorant of probate practice or 
business. What was the Democratic Con- 
vention thinking of when they placed 
such a wholly-unqualified person as 
this Hares on their ticket for Probate 
Judge? Had they forgotten or overlooked 
the nature of the affair? Had they forgot- 
ten that every man’s estate when he dies must 
pass through that Court? It is too late 
now to remove his name from the ticket, 
and nominate SnowHoox, or some other 
competent Democrat; but surely no Demo- 
cratic property-owner, when his attention is 
called to that dreadful blunder that has been 
committed, will be reckless enough to vote 
fora person who is wholly unqualified to 
discharge the duties of the office. Every 
lawyer in the city knows that Mr. Kwniox- 
BockER, by his long experience and exten- 
sive practice in probate matters, is a 
thousand times better qualified for Judge of 
that very important Court than is Hares. 


In every step taken by the city authorities 
in the construction of the City-Hall a 
marked contrast with the methods of the 
County Ring is noticeable. Contracts are 
awarded to the lowest responsible bidders, 
and no favoritism is shown; the work done 
on the foundations thus far is of the very 
best quality, and no stealings in the form of 
extras are allowed; the progress of the 
work, instead of being placed under the su- 
pervision of an incompetent Ring favorite 
evidently in league with the contractors to 
swindle the taxpayers, is put in charge of 
the Building Superintendent, the official 
who is paid for doing that class of work, 
and who, having himself drawn the 
specifications, is particularly qualified to 
see that they are honestly and 
faithfully executed,—so that an _ extra 
salary is saved, and increased efficiency 
secured. In short, the city people are pre- 
cisely reversing the system of the county 
ringsters; and when the building is finished 
will be able to demonstrate the difference in 
expense to the taxpayers between public 
building as carried on by the City and County 
Governments. It is probable that this dif- 
ference will amount to nearly a round mill- 
ion of dollars. The present honest and 
economical administration of city affairs was 
the result of a popular reaction against cor- 


is before the people for determination with 
reference to a reform in the County Govern- 
ment. The votes cast next Tuesday will 
test the question whether a reaction is to 
occur again, or whether the people of Cook 
County will consent to be robbed for another 
term of years by the perpetuation of the 
present Ring. 


LET LIEB’S MONEY BE COUNTED. 
The air is charged with ramors and sus- 
picions that Hermann Ln, the County 
Clerk and candidate for re-election to that 
office, cannot make good his accounts if 
called upon to turn over his office to-day. 
We have no means of knowing positively 
whether these charges are true or false. 
They have taken such shape as to be given 
publicity by a committee of responsible gen- 
tlemen. Some confirmation is cited in cer- 
tain circumstances. One is that persons who 
had undisputed claims for money resting in 
the County Clerk’s hands as trustee have been 
put off from time to time and forced to wait 
for their money. Another is that the 
County Clerk has been in the habit of mak- 


his office, though forbidden to do so by law. 
Another is that the cash-book has been 
kept in such a way as to preclude 
a trustworthy verification of the accounts 
without a thorough overhauling of the whole 
office. Another is that the assistant cashier 
in the office, who is said to be a man of weak 
personal habits, is alleged to have boasted 
that Lies dare not remove him. Another is 
that Lian has expended during his term, in 
a private and political way, an amount of 
money altogether out of proportion to the 
salary attached to the office. Another is 
that, m spite of the rumors and suspicions, 
Lies is making the most desperate efforts to 
get re-elected and retain exclusive super- 
vision of the office. 

These charges may be false, but there is 
only one way in which their falsity can be 
established and the public apprehension set 
atrest,—and that is by compelling Mr. Lizs 
to turn over his office to asuccessor. It is 
the only way in which the money can be 
counted. Previous experience has taught 
the public necessity of compelling every of- 
ficial who holds a fiduciary position to retire 
at the end of one term. No man who has 
trust funds to account for should ever be a 
candidate for re-election as his own suc- 
cessor; at least one term should intervene 
before an officeholder intrusted with public 
funds should be re-elected. Had Davm A. 
Gaae retired at the end of his first term, he 
would have been in a position to make good 
any diversion or personal use of the city

There is no reason why Mr. Hermann 
Lins should be made an exception to this 
rule.

If the charges against him are un- 
true, then his defeat will disprove them, and 
he will have a claim upon public considera- 
tion in the future if he shall be able to 
make good his accounts and turn over his 
office in proper shape. If there is any truth 
in them, the public may be sure that he will 
be in a worse condition at the end of another 
term than he is now. If he has 80 
much as a little finger in the pub- 
lic moneys now, he will have his 
whole arm in before four years shall have 
elapsed. There is no way of verifying a 
defalcation as long as a defaulter remains in 
office with the purpose of concealing it, and 
ne ver yet was a defalcation made good by 
retaining a defaulter in office. We do not 
say that Linn is a defaulter; we do not 
know. We only know that there are grave 
suspicions that the finances of his office are 
in a questionable shape, and that these sus- 
picions can only be set at rest by counting 
the money.. We also know that the only 
way public money can be satisfactorily 
counted is by the transfer of the trust from 
the person who is accountable therefor to 
another who shall become accountable. Pub- 
lic interests demand such a transfer at the 
end of every term when public moneys are 
involved.

The beginning of the end of the Tarko- 
Russian war appears to be approaching. In 
every part of the field of conflict the 
Turks seem to be losing ground. Muxurtar 
Pasha has ‘not recovered from his terribie 
defeat near Kars, but is still on the retreat 
towards Erzeroum, with the Grand Duke 
Monat, in swift pursuit, capturing fresh 
battalions almost daily. He is in a desperate 
situation, and, if he is attacked and defeated 
again, which must involve of necessity the 
fall of Erzeroum, the war on the Asiatic side 
will be at an end, and Armenia will be held 
by the Russians, to be claimed in the final 
settlement as indemnity for the expense of 


the war. In Europe, prospects are but little 


brighter. The Russian army around Plevna 
has made a change of front, only to seal up 
Osman Pasha more tightly. His communi- 
cations with Sofia are disturbed, so that 
there is little hope of his obtaining provision 
and other supplies from that quarter. One 
force seeking to relieve him, Acumer 
Pasha’s, has been captured, and the Rus- 
sian cavalry are driving CVI Pasha’s 
army in wild disorder away from their 
communications with Osman Pasha, with a 
prospect of capturing at least a portion of 
them. Raovr Pasha has squandered thou- 
sands of lives trying to force the Russians 
from their formidable position in the Balkans 
at Shipka without any success, and can do 
nothing more in those cold, stormy altitudes 
before another year. Suiemn Pasha, the 
renowned Turkish fighter, who succeeded 
Menemet AL, has done nothing but retreat 
since he reached the Lom, and is 
now in danger of being crushed be- 
tween the armies of the Czarowitch and 
Gen. Zoorerman, the latter of which is now 
on the march, after its long rest, towards 
Silistria. Everywhere the Turks are losing 
ground, and from their movements it would 
appear that they are seeking a soft spot for 
the final fall. The desperate character of 
their situation is indicated very clearly by 
the peace discussion which is noy 
being agitated in England, and the 
somewhat officious if not impudent 
proposition that Russia shall make peace 
upon the original basis as decided by the 
Conference. ‘There are several reasons why 
Russia will not consent to such an arrange- 
ment. First, being the victor, she will dic- 
tate her own terms. Second, she has lost 
already nearly 70,000 men, for which there 
must be a recompense. Third, she has been 
at enormous expense, and, if Germany could 
exact indemnity from France, she will not 
hesitate to exact indemnity in territory and 
money from Turkey. Fourth, the terms 
originally made by Russia were so modified 
in the Conference that they nearly disap- 
peared. If she is going to make any terms 
that were proposed in the Conference, she 
will be more likely to take her original propo- 
sitions than the same propositions whittled 
down to almost nothing. She will make the 
final settlement with Turkey herself, and 
that settlement will be upheld by Germany. 
As against the action of these two giants the 
remonstrance of the other Powers would be 
of little avail. 
RECIPROCITY WITH CANADA. 

The confusion of ideas which was at first 
apparent in the articles of some of the Cana- 
dian papers on reciprocity is gradually 
yielding to argument. We now see in the 
discussions of this question on the other side 
of the border a clearer comprehension of the 
demands of the United States, if not a bet- 
ter disposition to satisfy them. So respecta- 
ble an organ of opinion as the Montreal 
Journal of Commerce, which is understood to 
reflect the views of Sir Franois Hrvoxs, 
virtually admits, for the sake of argument. 
that the, Zollverein would be desirable, if it 
were practicable, and professes to halt be- 
tween two opinions only because it sees ob- 
jections to the adoption, or sanction, of this 
scheme by the British Government. As we 
have before had occasion to say, the 
solicitudes of the Canadian people for the 
welfare of Great Britain is more sentimental 
than sincere. The Home Government 
is able to take care of itself, and 
has thus far shown no hostility in 
regard to the reciprocity which has existed, 
or which may exist, between Canada and the 
United States. The main objection to reci- 
procity comes, itis apparent, from the manu- 
facturers of Canada, who are so much more 
active than the agricultural interests in- 
volved that they can block any plan which 
does not have their approval. They have, 
however, been so far overcome in the main 
argument, and so thoroughly satisfied that 
the United States will consent to no treaty 
which does not contemplate the free ex- 
change of manufactures, that they have been 
reduced to frivolous criticism of the details 
of the proposed scheme. They object, first, 
to the alleged difficulty of adjusting such a 
tariff, and, secondly, to the disturbance it 
might cause in the foreign refations of both 
countries. 

The Zollverein can be adjusted with as 
little trouble as any other plan of jreciproc- 
ity; indeed, it is the only plan which em- 
braces the principles of real reciprocity, and 
therefore is the only one which has any 
chance of being approved by the Congréss 
of the United States. If Canada will signify 
to our Government that the people of that 
country desire to sweep away the customs- 
line now established between the two coun- 
tries and to make the tariff at the seaboards 
uniform as against all other countries, there 
will be little difficulty in reaching a basis of 


‘dividend on 


understanding. If the difference between 
the United States and Canada in tariff is 
now 30 per cent, a concession of 15 per cent 
on each side will be an equitable arrange- 
ment. But it is not probable that either 
country will be asked to yield so much. 
The American Congress is already consider- 
ing a general reduction of our tariff, and, be- 
fore Canada is ready to move in the matter, 
the difference to be overcome will hardly be 
more than 15 per cent. The United States 
could yield half of this without injury, and 
the other half, if added to the Canadian 
tariff, would be no unwelcome addition to 
the revenue of that country. The division 
of the receipts from customs between the 
two countries pro rata, according to popula- 
tion, is a matter of detail that requires no 
great mathematical genius, and which has 
been successfully practiced in the German 
States. 

Discussion of details at this stage of pro- 
ceedings is premature. There are two points 
of paramount importance which need to be 
insisted on, and some attention to these may 
help our Canadian neighbors to understand 
clearly the position of the United States with 
reference to this question, The first and 
main proposition we have advanced is, that 
„Any scheme which proposes to limit reci- 
procity to any number of agricultural and 
forest articles cannot be tolerated. There must 
be general reciprocity or there can be none.” 
This is the only equitable and fair arrange- 
ment that can be conceived of; and it is the 
only one that the United States will enter- 
tain. The second proposition is that any ar- 
guments which can be urged against the 
Zollverein as affecting our foreign relations 
can be urged with equal force against any 
form of. reciprocity. We shall be 
pleased to have the Canadian news- 
papers look at the reciprocity ques- 
tion as involving necessarily these two 
ideas, and only these. It is time the 
puerile talk about British interests should 
cease, for nothing can -be more certain than 
that Great Britain will be glad to have 
Canadian markets thrown open to the United 
States, if thereby a portion of the American 
tariff discriminating against Great Britain 
can be removed. It is also desirable that 
there should be an end of the complaint that 
the United States desire to interfere with the 
fiscal affairs of Canada. Any form of reci- 
procity must affect the fiscal affairs of the 
Dominion in some degree, and the most ab- 
solute Zollverein need not affect them except 
in the same way to a higher degree. The 
difference is not one of principle. The 
United States have no degire to terror- 
ize over Canada, or to extort by an ungener- 
ous policy any commercial privileges. On 
the other hand, the Government of this 
country does not understand it to be one of 
its functions to act the part of patron and 
benefactor to the Dominion of Canada. 
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THE NEW RAILROAD POOL. 

The new combination of the Western rail- 
roads, suggested not long since by the East- 
ern pool, and governed by the same rules, 
seems to have been fully consummated at 
the Chicago Convention of Freight-Agents. 
It is the boldest and most far-reaching effort 
ever made in this country to stifle railroad 
competition ; it embraces in one grand, com- 
prehensive pool the Eastern and Western 
trunk lines, and virtually includes all the 
lines running west, southwest, and north- 
west from Chicago. Though there are nom- 
inally three different pools, each consisting 
of the principal railroads on competing par- 
allels, the arrangement amounts to a general 
agreement on rates by the agreement on a 
division of the freight to be carried by each 
road. AuBpertT Fors, the New York Pool 
Commissioner, also allotted the business of 
the Western pool, so that all the 
main railroads East and West have 
now a common interest in the maintenance 
of high rates. The fact that this arrange- 
ment has been effected just before the close 
of navigation is significant of a determina- 
tion to put the screws on the shipping pub- 
lic during the winter, and squeeze out all the 
profit on the produce sent to the East and to 
Europe at a time when the demand is sure 
to yield good prices. The railroad man- 
agers think they have this time avoided the 
usual danger of overreaching themselves, 
because they have gathered all the important 
railroad interests of the country into their 
net; but they may find that the people of 
the West will prefer to hold their grain over 
winter rather than surrender to the railroads 
all the profit on shipping it. The lake facil- 
ities will be improved to the utmost before 
the close of navigation; after that, an 
outlet for considerable freight will be found 
by way of the Mississippi River, and the 
Southern railroads whose rates will neces- 
sarily be modified by river competition ; and, 
finally, there will be a common movement 
on the part of Western farmers and mer- 
chants to carry over as much produce as pos- 
sible till the reopening of navigation. 

There is one notable incentive for this con- 
stant renewal of the policy of greed and 
extortion on the part of the railroads. It is 
the desire and the effort to declare dividends 
on fictitious capital that has nojactual repre- 
sentation in the property or the business 
which the companies control. We are in- 
clined to believe that there is not a railroad 
corporation in the country to-day that can- 
not earn at fair, reasonable rates a proper 
the money for which 
the roads could be constructed on an honest 
and economical basis. But the existence 
of vast amounts of watered stock impels 
them now and again to form combinations 
for raising the rates to an exorbitant figure, 
or, failing in this, to reduce the pay of their 
employes below a living rate; everything 
must give way to the supreme, selfish, and 
dishonest purpose of declaring dividends on 
stock that was never paid for, and earning 
profits on capital that was never invested. 
The owners of this fictitious stock demand 
it of the officers and managers, and the offi- 
cers and managers must squeeze the excess- 
ive earnings out of the public or the em- 
ployes, or both. 

The Pacific railroads furnish a fair exam- 
ple of the general status of American rail- 
roads. The Government advanced them 
$64,000,000, and enabled them to raise as 
much more by the first mortgage on the 
franchise and bonds given them. They 
realized more than enough to pay for the 
construction and equipment of their roads 
without paying in one dollar on their stock. 


Yet these Pacific railroads are run solely | 


with the purpose of paying dividends on 
their fictitious stock, and are in arrears on 
their Government interest over $28,000,000 
in order to farther this policy. As a rule, 
all our railroads have been built on the 
Credit-Mobilier system. Those which es- 
caped the clutches of construction companies 
in the beginning have found all sorts of pre- 
texts for watering their stock and creating 
fictitious capital. They have supported in- 
numerable parasite companies, have renewed 
their tracks, bridges, and rolling-stock from 
their net earnings, and still insist that the 
bogus stock, representing no investment of | 


capital, shall earn the highest rate of interest 
claimed upon actual investments. 

This is the fundamental cause of the con- 
stant extortion and oppression practiced by 
the railroad companies in one form or an- 
other. It is the provocation for the grand, 
comprehensive pool that has just been per- 
fected. It will continue to incite the rail- 
road managers and stockholders to conspira- 
cies against the public until the railroads 
shall be constrained to run upon a basis of 
the actual value of the property. They will 
go on conspiring and overcharging till public 
resentment shall formulate itself into proper 
and efficient laws under the authorization of 
the recent decisions of the United States Su- 
preme Court. The general indignation which 
took the shape of a Granger movement two 
or three years ago is but a foretaste of what 
the railroads may expect if they persist in 
their extortionate claim for earnings on ficti- 
tious capital. Prudence should dictate con- 
ciliation and fair dealing even under the new 
combination, but if the new pool, like its 
predecessors, shall be used only to oppress 
and rob the public, no combination the rail- 
roads can form will save them from the 
wrath to come.

THE CAMERON FIASCO. 
There are nearly as many versions to the story 


of Camrnon and his relations to the English 
mission business as Lies has dead-beat em- 
ployes. The latest comes from the Wash- 
ington “muck” to the St. Louis Giobe- 
Demoorat, and is so unique that we give our 
readers the substance of it. It is well known 
that at the beginning of this Administration, 
and immediately after the inauguration of 
Mr. Hares, there were unpleasant relations 
between the Government and the CAuknon 
family, father, son, etc., even to the third 
and fourth generations. The Administration 
was opposed to machine politics, and the 
CamEnons controlled the use of the machine 
for the whole State of Pennsylvania. Smox 
was the engineer and Don the stoker. Ap- 
parently there was to be a bitter fight be- 
tween the Canons and the Administration, 
when a mutual friend suggested a plan for 
harmonizing and bringing into practical use 
the Cameron influence, making it square in 
some measure with the Hares policy. It 
was an odd jumble, but Don Cameron 
met the Administration half-way, es- 
pecially when he was informed that 
the President might consult him in 
the matter of patronage—and then do as 
he pleased. Relations were at last es- 
tablished in some sort of style between the 
President and the Family, and the President 
thought to celebrate the happy event by 
making the Family a present. As Pennsyl- 
vania had no place in the Cabinet, he thought 
it no more than fair and courteous that she 
should have a leading mission, always pro- 
viding that the person selected should be 
satisfactory to the antagonistic factions as 
well as to the Administration. In other 
words, any gentleman upon whom the Presi- 
dent, Don Cameron, and Gov. Harrranrt 
might agree, all other things being equal, 
could go to the Courtof St. James. The 
President even extended another olive 
branch. He would like to select some one 
who, while being satisfactory in these re- 
gards, might at the same time be of advan- 
tage to Don, and it was suggested to him by 
the Secretary of State to name some one on 
these conditions. Instead of doing so 
directly, the overreaching Don, without the 
knowledge of Mr. Evanrs, called a meeting 
of the Pennsylvania delegation at 
his house. The most of what trans- 
pired there is known,—the wining and 
dining, the feast of reason and the flow of 
soul, the eloquent speeches, the bland 
courtesies and overwhelming hospitality of 
the Don culminating in ‘the nomination of 
the ancient Suton. There was one feature 
of this memorable occasion, however, which 
is not generally known. The anti-Camernon 
members of the delegation saw their oppor- 
tunity to clip the power of Don. They 
knew that the President would never send 
Smox's name to the Senate, and that his 
nomination by the delegation would disturb 
the relations between Down and the President. 
They therefore proposed the nomination 
themselves and Don swallowed it,—bait, 
hook, and all. The result was an explosion. 
The Secretary of State was at first mortified, 
then disgusted, and at last mad. Of cotrse 
he declined to accept it, and of course the 
President also declined, and nominated 
some one else. Thus Don Camexon not 
only lost the opportunity of forwarding the 
ancient Simon to London, but he also com- 
promised his relations with the Administra- 
tion to that degree that itis now said the 
President will no longer consult with him in 
the matter of patronage, in which the Presi- 
dent is right. What new developments may 
be made in this funny farce we do not know, 
but, as it now stands, instead of "Don's set- 
ting up a job on the Secretary of State, as it 
first appeared ; instead of setting up a job 
on the HagTRaNFT men, as it next appeared, 
he seems to have set ap a very large job on 
himself, to have overreached himself, and 
fallen onthe other side. He has not only 
failed to send the ancient Simon to London, 
but he has cat himself off from his official 
position as purveyor of patronage. 


JUSTICE STRONG ON THE ELECTORAL 
COUNT. 

The Hon. WILLIAM Strona, of Pennsylva- 
nia, one of the Associate Justices 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, who voted for Mr. Hayes in the 
Electoral Commission, addressed a letter 
some time since to the Hon. Groner W. 
Jones, of Tennessee, upon the action of the 
Commission, which the New York Sun 
prints, and at the same time maliciously per- 
verts and distorts, seeking to make it appear 
that Mr. Hayes occupies his oflice by fraud. 
The letter is as follows: 

Wasainoton, Feb. 26, 1877.-- The Hon. George 
N. Jones—My Dean Sin: I was a Democrat when 
you and I were together in Congress. I am a 
Democrat now. I hold to all the opinions the 
State Rights Democrats have always held, and 
which the acknowledged leaders of the party have 


avowed up to the present winter.—never more 


clearly than in 1873 to 1875. Ido not believe that 
Congress has any constitutional right to inquire 
into State elections for State Electors. Congress 
bas of late years interfered quite too much with 
the States. The Electoral Commission hae no 
more power than Congress has, and I think it would 
be a most dangerous usurpation were it to do what 
the States alone have aright todo, even to cure 
what, I fear, was a great wrong of the Louisiana 
Returning Board. I cannot doubt that such will be 
your opinion when you reficct to what the assertion 
of such a power would lead. It would place the 
right of the States, respecting the choice of Electors, 
at the mercy of the Federal Government, and be 
the greatest stride ever made toward centralization. 
Better suffer a present evil than open such a door, 
better than abandon all the time-honored prin- 
ciples of the Democratic party. lam yours, very 
respectfully, W. Srrone. 
The position taken by Justice Srrone is 


precisely the same as that occupied by Tur 
CMA Tripunz pending the discussion 


upon the Electoral count, namely, that under 


the Constitution the appointment of Electors 
is a State matter, and that Congress has no 
right to review, overthrow, or subvert the 
official canvass for Electors under State laws; 
that, in the case of Louisiana, the laws con- 
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Congress cannot go behind its action 

review it; and that Louisiana, like the other 
States, appointed her Electors, who were to 
be respected and recognized under the laws. 
There was in reality no contest as to any 
other State. It was admitted by the Demo- 
crats themselves that South Carolina voted 
for Harzs, and it was shown on a ro- 


preme Court of the State, that Florida 
also voted for Hayzs. The scandalous 
action of some of the Oregon Demo- 
cratic politicians was an attempt to sub- 
vert the will of the people by an open, 
palpable fraud on the laws of the State, 
which was condemned by all respectable 
Democrate. The only question really at 
issue was with regard to the State of Louisi- 
ana, and upon this issue Justice Strona held 
that Congress had no power to go behind the 
returns. The position which he assumed is 
an invincible one, and there is no possible 
way of avoiding it under the Constitution 
and the ldws. The decision at which Justice 
Strrone arrived is right, and the only aston- 
ishment any one can feel is that the whole 
Commission did not reach the same decision. 
Suppose that he had decided differenily, and 
had voted to open up the question and take 
proofs, where would it have ended? It 
would have been necessary to take the devo- 
sitions of nearly all the voters in Louisiana. 
Multitudes of witnesses would have been 
summoned, and their examination and cross- 
examination could not have been fully com- 
pleted much short of four years. The 
question could not have been set- 
tled short of 1880, and meanwhile 
the President of the Senate would have held 
over. At this time, instead of being at peace, 
with order restored, and business reviving, 
and the whole country tranquil and hopeful, 
we should now be in the midst of confusion, 
the Commission still taking testimony, the 
patience of the people exhausted, and every 
one disgusted. In the end it would have 
been shown that the Democrats had obtained 
Louisiana, by fraud, bulldozing, and terror- 
iam. The political census of Louisiana would 
have indicated, beyond all question, a Re- 
publican success. After four or five years of 
time and an expense of millions of dollars, 
it would have shown that the Republicans 
had carried the State by from 8,000 to 15,000 
majority, and that from 15,000 to ,20,000 
Republicans, through the bulldozing and 
terrorism of rifle clubs, had not 
properly returned their votes. The final 
award would have been given to Mr. Hayes, 
but by that time the term would have ex- 
pired, and Mr. Frrry would have been 
President four years. If Congress had de- 
cided it could go behind the returns of 
Louisiana, of course it could go behind those 
of any other State. The Republicans would 
have challenged the votes of Mississippi and 
Alabama, and it would have been shown that 
Mr. Hares was entitled to a majority of 30,- 
000 in the one State and from 5,000 to 10,000 
in the other. Every phaseof the count from 
beginning to end, and every event that has 
since transpired, show that Justice Srrone 
was right in standing by the letter of the 
Constitution, and voting that Congress has 
no power to go behind the returns. He made 
his decision as a lawyer, and a 
Democratic lawyer at that, and gave his vote 
for Mr. Harxs in accordance with the letter 
and the spirit of the Constitution. There 
are but two men in this country of promi- 
nence who question Mr. Hayes’ title. One 
of them is Mr. Tom, whose defeat has 
clouded his intellect, and the other is Mr. 
Dana, editor of the New York Sun, who’ ex- 
pected to get office under Mr. Trupen, and 
is therefore malicious and revengeful to a 
degree that amounts to insanity. The letter 
of Justice Strona, so far from showing any 
fraud in the transaction, shows what ALR 
ANDER SterHENS declared—that the Presi- 
dent hasan unusually strong hold upon his 
office, having not only a prima facie case, 
but baving secured it upon a rehearing and 
review. 


ROMANCE OF THE SPANISH MARRIAGE. 

Nothing could better illustrate the decay 
of Spanish power than the comparative in- 
difference with which the approaching mar- 
riage of ALPHONSO is viewed by all Europe 
outside of his own dominions. Spanish mar- 
riages have cut a large figure in history, and 
particularly in English history. Henry VIII. 
and his immediate successors were plagued 
with them. He began his career as a De- 
fender of the Faith by putting away a Span- 
ish Princess, the unfortunate Katuenrine of 
Arragon, who had first married his brother, 
Prince Artavr, and whose widowhood had 
been cut short by the uxorious monarch. 
The painful scruples of Henry did not, how- 
ever, prevent the crown from descending to 
a daughter of this same Urmams, Queen 
Mut, and her experience of Spanish mar- 
riages was more bitter than her father’s. She 
left the moody and bigoted Pati as a leg- 
acy to her Protestant sister, and the Armada 
was, in the language of modern diplomacy, 
a consequential damage of the Spanish con- 
nection. ELizaBETB may be said to have had 
a narrow escape from a Spanish marital in- 
felicity, and one of her succéssors was in- 
volved in a similar trouble. The secret mis- 
sion of the young Prince of WAL, after- 
wards CHARLIS I., and his intimate coun. 
selor and friend, the Duke of Buokmenawm, 
in quest of the Spanish Infanta was not for- 
gotten or forgiven by the English people. 
It was felt to be a national humiliation, be- 
ing all the more keenly resented because it 
was fruitless. France also made history out 
of a Spanish marriage. Loum XIV. laid 
claim to Spain through his wife Manta 
Tueresa, the title being confirmed by the 
will of Cuartes II. The title was invalid 
under the Sialic law; but, defective as it 
was, it gave foundation and pretext for the 
War of the Spanish Succession, which involv- 
ed England, Germany, Holland, and France, 
lasted thirteen years, and only ended with 
the Peace of Utrecht in 1713. The Carlist 
wars have arisen from another unfortunate 
Spanish marriage,—that of Ferpimanp VII. 
with Mania Cn of Naples, the mother 
of Isapeuia and the Duchess of Monrrzn- 
in. ‘The marriage of these sisters is a 
comparatively recent and scandalous fact. It 
tarnished the fair name of Gurzot and Louis 
Puiiprz, and shocked the civilized world. 
The selection of a husband for Isaznexua who 
was not likely to leave heirs was intended to 
confirm the throne to the family of Mor- 
PENSIER and the House of Orleans; but the 
Queen was more fortunate, or less chaste, 
than her advisers bargained for, and her son 
now occupies the throne of Spain.

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THE SILVER COINAGE 

The New York Chamber of Commeres hs 
been moved for the third or fourth time to 
make deliverance on the subject of silver 
coinage, and at its meeting on Thursday lest 
passed the following resolution: es 

Resolved, That Congress be requested to remis 
from any legislation for issuing silver coin as legs) 
money on private account and in unlimited — 
amounts, but rather to issue it only on Government 
account at ite fair market value in modersteand — 
limited amounts in the discretion of the , 
as a proper auxiliary of gold coin for the 5 
of commerce. | 

This resolution proposes that silver dollars — 
shall be coined only in limited amounts 
and on Government account. The only poe 
sible pretext that can be urged with any 
reason against the coinage of silver dollas 
is that the weight in silver of 6 
dollar at present is not equivalent 
in value to a gold dollar, and that o 
coin silver dollars would be to substitute 
dollar worth 95 cents for a dollar worth 10 
cents. This resolution adopted in New 
York abandons this objection, and ue 
that these cheap dollars shall be coined by 
the Government, and issued in amounts” 
limited by the discretion of the Secretary of 
the Treasury. Whatever immorality may be 
involved in the free coinage of silver dollars 
must be necessarily involved in their coim 
age by the Government. The Government 
has no more right to issue cheap dollarsas 
a legal tender than it has to authorize the 
mint to coin them for a private individual 
If it be dishonest or immoral to have silver 
dollars worth only 95 cents, the dishonesty 
and immorality of the transaction are not 
lessened by having such dollars palmed of 
on the public by the Government, The 
profit of five cents on the dollar will not re- 
deem any iniquity which may be involved in 
the proceeding. *

95 cents, has no substantial force. The re 
monetization of silver in the United States 
would offer an immediate market for what 
ever surplus of silver there has been created 
by the demonetization of that metal by Ge. 

The entire annual product of the 
American mines would not equal the capacity — 
of the mint to coin, which is about $40,000, 
000 a year. The American supply of silver 
now shipped to Eastern countries being ab- 
sorbed at home for domestic coinage, the

The Secretary of 
the Treasury, Huge McCuLiocn, in his report 
to Co dated Nov. 30, 1867, says that, on 
the 3ist of August, 1865, the public debt reached 
its highest point, as the great Union army and 
navy bad then been paid off, mustered out, and 
returned to their homes. On that day the pub- 
he debt of all kinds reached the enormous total 
of $2,757,689,571, and this after deducting 
$85,218,055 cash in the Treasury. 

Secretary McCULLOvGH then adds: Of these 
obligations, it will be noticed that $684,138,849 
were a legal tender, to-wit: 

United States notes (greenbacks) ....$433. 160, 569 


Five-per-cent notes 33, 054, 230 
Compound-interest notes 217, 024, 160 
nes be acne seve ne $684, 138, 959 
This does not include $26,344,742 of fractional 
eurrency.

Within a year of the above date, all the com- 
pound-interest-notes were redeemed and cau-

PALL-BEARERS. 

The following are the pall-bearers: Ex-Gov. 
Conrad Baker, Gen. James A. Eken, Assistant 
Quartermaster-General, Dr. W. C. Thompson, 
Judge John F. Kivbey, of Richmond (the Sena- 
tor’s old law partner), E. B. Martindale, the 
Hons, James N. Tynor, Assistant Postmaster-

EX-MINISTER WASHBURNE. 


His Recital at Galena, III., of the Bloody 
Seenes in the French Capital During the 
Communistic Reign of Terror. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Gautena, III., Nov. 2.—In compliance with 
the request of the German-American citizens of 

Galena and Jo Daviess County, his oid neigh- 

bors and friends, Mr. Washburne, late Minister 


of the United States to France, delivered a lect- 4 


ure to-night at Turuer Hall on The Siege 
and Commune of Paris.” The hall was crowd- 
ed with German and American citizens, ladies 
of both nationalities comprising a part of 
the audienee. The stage was decorated 
with tri-colored and American flags, and the 
motto used on a former occasion, “Galena 
Honors the Man Who Honors the Nation,“ was 
stretched across the hall over the stage. The 
Hon. Christov Barner was made Chairman of 
the meeting, and introduced Mr. Washburne in 


an eloquent manner in the German language. 


The lecture was listened to with the most in- 
tense interest on the part of the audience, and, 
during the thrilling recital of the scenes and 
incidents attending the siege of the French 
Capital. and the terrible events which followed, 
every ear Was strained to catch the utterauces 
of the speaker, and the close of each sentence 
was followed bv rapturous applause. 

Mr. Washburne commenced by a brief allu- 
sion to Paris and France in the spring of 1869, 
when he entered upon his duties as Minister of 
the United States to the Empire of France. He 
sketched the Emperor and Empress as sur- 
rounded by a brilliant court, with the outward 
appearance of popularity in all the monarchical 
and aristocratic circles of Paris. But there was 
a deep rumbling of discontent among all the 
middling classes, which to the closer ob- 
server portended eventual trouble. . The 
scenes in Paris after the breaking out 
of the war were vividly portrayed. 
The whole population, inflamed, excited, 
and maddened by the the appeaisof dema- 
gogues; their parades in the streets, their 
clamor for arms, their enthusiasm, their shouts, 
and their demands to be Jed to Berlin in eight 
days,“ and the everlasting refrain from the lips 
of thousands, of the Marseillaise, that hymn of 
free France: g 

Allons, enfants de la patrie, 
Le jour de gioire est arrive. 

Then came the fall of Sedan; the Emperor and 
the army prisoners; Paris appalled and stupe- 
fied; followed by the revolution of 
the 4th of September, one of the most 
1 events in history; the crash 
of the mpire, and the establishment 
of the Provisional Government of the National 
Defense, made up of men whose names were in 
alist thrown out of a window at the Hotel de 
Ville by Gambetta, and acclaimed by 60,000 
people in the Place de Greve. 

Mr. Washburne gave an account of the rela- 
tions be held to the German population in 
Paris, from the time of the breaking out of the 
war until diplomatic relations had been re-es- 
tablished between France and Germany.—a 
period of nearly eleven months,—in which he 
acted as the German representative in France. 
Before the gates of Faris were shut 
he had given 30,000 Germans passports to leave 
France, and many of them -money to pay their 
way; and during the siege he had protected and 
cared for nearly 3,000 who had been left in the 
city during the siege. 

eferring to the incidents of the siege. Mr. 
Washburne proceeded to give an account of the 
terrible events of the Commune, when for 
eleven weeks the most beautiful city in the 
world was held by an organized mob, and where 
there was no law but that of force and terror. 
He described the frightful scenes attending 
the entry of Government troops into the city, 
of fire and blood, of seven days of battle to 
sull down the red ensign of anarchy and estab 
ish the empire of the law; the final suppres- 
sion of the insurrection, and the detinite estab- 
lishment of the Republic, with M. Thiers as 
President. 2

The exports to 
China and other foreign markets have been $7, - 
000,000 since Jan. 1, a monthiy average of $750, -

and $1,400,000 in the mints. This is calculated 
by the San Francisco Bulletin to be 81. 200. 000 or 
$1,400,000 too much. The Director states the 
amount in circulation in the Atlantic States at 
$z,000,000. Since it is known that only $200, 000 
have been shipped overland from San Francisco, 
and that $550,000 of the $1,378,000 coined in 
Philadelphia have been sent abroad, it follows that 
here again the Director is in error to the extent of 
$1,000,000. It 18 a violation of the law to use the 
mint to coin trade-dollars to go into general circu- 
lation, but there should be no refusal to coin them 
for export. 
THE MINING-STOCK MARERET. 

The transactions on the San Francisco Stock 
Board in mining stocks have been much smaller this 
year than in the three preceding years. The sales 
in January were $18, 355, 200; in September they 
were $8, 098,200. The total sales for the drst nine 
months of the year compare ae follows for four 
years:

: ITALIAN RALWAYS. . 

The official report of Italian railways for 1876, 
just pablishea by the head of the Italian Railway 
Department, gives some interesting information 
about Italian railways. The total extent of the 
Italian railways is 4.849 miles. They have been 
constructed at a cost of 52, 614. 599, 410. Only a 
small part of this—about 380 miles—is State prop - 
erty. Of some of the lines of the Alta Italia and 
Romane the State is aleo part proprietor. The 
total income of all the railways for 1876 was about 
$29, 000, 000: but, deducung expenses of working 
and administration. which amounted to $19, 000, - 
000, the net income is only about $10, 000, 000. 
The railways yielded, therefore, only a little above 
2 per cent of the capital. The condition of the 
railways is not, of course, the same on all lines. 
Some of those of the Alta Italia, the Turin. the 
Genoa & Turin, and Milan, for instance, give a 
yearly income equal to $20,000 a mile. Some of 
the Calabrian and Sardinian, on the other hand, 
hardly pay the working expenses. 

A WISCONSIN LAW TO PREVENT FRAUDULENT 
BANKING. 

The following law went into force in Wisconsin 
March 16, 1876: 
Section 1. No bank. banking-house, exchange. 
broker or deposit office, or firm, company, corpo- 
ration. or party, engaged inthe banking. broker, 
eachange, or deposit ousiness, shai) accept or re- 
ceive on deposit, with or without interest, any 
moneys, bank bilie or notes, or United States 
notes. or United States Treasury notes, or curren- 
cy or other notes, bills, or drafts, circulating as 
money or currency, when such bank, banking- 
house, exchange broker, or deposit office, firm, 
company, corporation, or party, is insolvent. and 
if any such bank, banking-house, exchange 
broker, or deposit office, firm, company, 
corporation, or party, shall receive or accept 
on deposit any such deposits as aforesaid when 
insolvent. any officer, Director, Cashier. manager, 
member, party, or K party thereof, know 
ing of such insolvency, who. shall knowingly re- 
ceive or accept, be accessory, or permit or connive 
ai the receiving, or accepting on deposit, therein, 
or thereby, any such deposits as aforesaid, shall be 

a misdemeanor, and upon conviction

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force 

from and after its passage and pubhation. 
NATIONAL-BANK CIRCULATION. 

The latest report of the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency shows that between June 20, 1874, and Nov. 
1, 1877, the National-Bank circulation has de- 
creased ftom $349, 894,182 to $316,775,111. The 
new National-Bank circulation isssued during the 
month of October was $3,030,000: this will effect 
the retirement of $2,424,000 legal-tenders. A 
large number of orders recently received for new 
circulation will not appear till next month's state 
ment, as they have not been diled. 

LONDON SHIPPING TRADE. 
The shipping business of the port of London 
gives an indication ef the dullness of British trade.

THE COURTS. 


The Case of the West Park Commis- 
sioners Set for a Hearing. 


Record of Judgments, New Suits, Bank- 
ruptcies, Etc. 


Gen. George W. Smith appeared before Judge 
Moore, on behalf of the newly-appointed West 
Chicago Park Commissioners, to ask to have a 
day set for the argument of the motion to dis- 
solve the injunction against them. About ten 
days ago the old members of the Board, who 
bad been removed by Gov. Cullom, 
ed a bill and obtained a temporary 
fnjunction restraining their successors from 
taking their official seats. The motion yester- 
day was to dissolve this injunction. Gen. 
Smith said that he gave notice to the attorney 
on the opposite side (Judge Lawrence) last 


Tuesday Mr. Milton Hay, of Springfield, 
would be associated with him for the defense. 
He wished to have the argument set for next 
Wednesday. ‘The case was one of public inter- 
est, and should be beard as soon as possible. 

Judge Moore said that when he granted the 
restraining order without notice, he hesitated 
whether or not the injunction should not have 
deen fora definite number of days. As, how- 
ever, some of the parties resided in Springfield, 
he thought it best not to limit the time, and 
then give the defendants their own time to 
move to dissolve. 

Mr. Bonney, one of the counsel for com- 
plainants, said next Wednesday would be agree- 
able to him. His associate, Judge Lawrence, 
however, had some engagemeuts which would 
preclude his attendance on that day. 

Judge Lawrence said he should be busy in 
court that day, and wished the matter post- 
poned until the following Monday. 

Gen. Smith declined to agree to having it 
postponed so long, and said he would insist on 
having the rule of court applied. 

Judge Lawrence denied there was any rule 
applicable to the subject. 

Gen. Smith disdained to reply. 

Judge Moore said the practice was to have 
counsel agree on a day among themselves. 

Judge Lawrence thought the case was one of 
great intrinsic importance, and he did not wish 
to argue it without preparation. 

Gen. Smith said the counsel ought not to urge 
want of preparation, as they had notice of 
it beforehand. 

Judge Lawrence intimated that the counsel 
representing Gov. Cullom had no right to dic-

ceiver, A. B. Meeker & Co., R. E. Jenkins, and 
C. N. Fay, Assignees of Meeker & Co., and the 
Bank of Montreal, setting out that it owes the 
Iron & Steel Works a large sum, 
but dares not pay it over because the oth- 
er defendants claim they are entitled 
tothemoney. It seems that the Railway Com- 
pany last spring bought 4,000 tons of steel rails 
from the Iron & Steel Works, agreeing to pay 
therefor partly in cash and partly in old raiis. 
The Iron & Steel Works guaranteed the rails 
for five vears, and agreed to replace any that 
were defective. About 2 per cent of the rails 
have proved defective during the short time 
the have been laid. The complainant states 
that the Iron & Steel Works are insolvent, and 
that it should have the right to reserve a suffi- 
cient amount out of the whole sum owing by it 
to make good the guarantees. This amount 
would be about $54,029.46 in cash and 2,270 tons 
of old rails, or about $96,000 cash. The Re- 
ceiver of the lron & Steel Works has demanded 
the payment of the whole amount due, and bas 
procured an order of the Will County Circuit 
Court to that effect. The Assigneegof A. B. Meek- 
er, claiming that this contract has been assigned 
to them, are also asking that the balance due be 
handed over to them, and have procured an 
order of Judge Bloagett enjoini complain- 
ant [rom paying the money to Mr. Leith. Last- 
ly, the Bank of Montreal. alleges that the ware- 
house-receipts for these stec] rails were pur- 
chased by it in good faith, and that complainant 
should pay it any money owing to the Iron & 
Steel Works. In this predicament, the Rail- 
way Company asks that Leith, the Assignees of 
A. B. Meeker & Co., and the Bank of Montreal 
may be compelled to fight it out among them- 
selves and determine who shall take the 
money, aud that the amount due by it may be 
ascertained after allowing a sufficient amount 
to be kept back to make good the guaranty.

OUR MILK SUPPLY. 

A POOR SHOWING FOR THE CONSUMER. 
Dr. Sawyer, Medical Inspector of the South 
Division, has submitted to Dr. DeWolf, Com- 
missioner of Heaith, the following interesting 
report on the purity ot the milk-supply of this 
city: 
To Oscar C. De Wolf, M. D., Commissioner of 
Health, CRicago— Sin: In compliance with your in- 
stractions, I have begun the examination of the 
milk-supply of this citv, and herewith submit the 
results of my investigation. 
There are many considerations which have a 
bea ring upon the purity of the milk supplied to the 
cousumer: as, for instance, the feeding and sur- 
roundings of the herd, and the health of the ani- 
mais that furnish the milk. The resources of the 
supply, and the fiuctuations in the demand for 
mit. are also important considerations. It has 
been oimserved, in other cities, that the extent of 
sophistication of milk is in a direct relation to the 
demand for the prodact at different seasons. 
My investigations have not included these con- 
siderations, but have been conducted solely with 
reference . quality of the milk furnished the 

nsumers of this city. 
11 is commonly known that milk is a compound 
liquia, contsining, besides ealts, several organic 
ingredients in solution and suspension. The nat- 
ura! proportion of these ingredients known to be 
held in milk constitute a standard with which all 
milk of unknown purity may be compared. The 
great sophistication of milk most commonly em- 
ployed consists in robbing the product of its 
cream and the addition of water. Exceptionally, 
substances are added to the milk to conceal the 
fraud. To aetect these latter, a special search is 
made in a manner well known to the chemist. 
It ie true that the natural ingredients of the 
milk are subject to some degree of variation in 
different localities andin different cows. Thus, 
the cows in Switzerland give milk containing more 
cream than other cows. But it ie none the iess 
true that milk from a large heard, of the same 
breed, in ca ertain district, varies but little in the 
proportion of its ingredients. Any marked falling 
off from the standard of that locality indicates a 
sophistication of tne product. 
For the purpose of learning the composition of 
milk from cows in this locality, 1 requested Milk- 
Officer Merki to supply me with samples of knuwn 
parity. Effort was made to procure milk from the 
ave cow; and so-called extra milk was not in- 
cluded in the series. Special instruction was given 
that the milk should be from grass and erain-fed 
cows. and milk from brewery-fed cows was re- 
jected, This last injunction was for the pa

of affording me a standard with which I could, in 


a subsequent examination, compare the milk from 
so-called swill-fed cows. 

To embrace as large adistrictas practicable, 
samples were procured from the towns of Lake, 
Evanston, the western suburbs of the city, and 
from cows kept within the limits of the corpora- 
tion. 

Six samples were accepted as average milk, 
known to be pure. An average of these samples 
would show the following composition:

Since Jan. 1, 1,269 permits have been issued for 
buildings of 31,711 feet of frontage and costing 
$5,970,300. The expenses of the Department in 
the past month were $534.27, and the receipts 
from permits $343.50, and from builders’ water- 
tax (collected by the Water Department) $495.05. 


The Committee on Gas Lights met yesterday 
afternoon. Prof. Colbert was present with a 
new time-table for the lighting and extinguish- 
ing of street-lamps. The Professor explained 
that it was based upon the same general plan as 
was that in use last year, and that he had made 
calculation for more hours of lighting, so that 
each lamp would be tighted 12 to 14 hours more 
per vear than by last year’s table. The Pro- 
fessor’s calculations will be presented to the 
Council at its next meecing and in all probabil- 
ity adopted then. It goes into forceon the first 
day of January, betore which time it will be ad- 
visable to have the schedule in the hands of the 
lamp-lighters. 


The Committee on Buildings and the Mayor 
met yesterday afternoon to consider the ques- 
tion of superintendence of the laying of the 
foundation of the new Court-House. Some 
weeks ago the Committee requested proposals 
stipulating the price per day for which the man 
making the proposal would serve as Superin- 
tendent. Nearly a dozen of these proposals 
have been received. They were before the Com- 
mittee yesterday and remained unopened, the 
members agreeing that the Superintendent of 
Buildivgs, Mr. Cleaveland, should have all 
the powers of superintendence necessary. 
The Committee consider the fact that 
there are but a few more weeks 
during which the work at present 
under contract can be continued, and the well- 
kuown reliability of the contractors. The Com- 
mittee will individually continue to exercise 
that degree of supervision which thev have since 
the work commenced. Ald. Lawler was the 
only member of the Committee who voted 
22 the placing of the work in the hands of 

r. Cleaveland, and he argued that the Superin- 
tendent of Buildings had to do in the matter of 
guarding against violations of the fire ordinance 
all that could reasonably be expected of him, 
and that making him Court-House Superintend- 
ent would double his already exact ng duties. 
The Committee decided that Mr Cleavelaud 
is perhaps the most competent man 
to act as Superintendent because he made the 
plans of the foundations, and would be best 
able to judge as tothe faithfulness with which 
the specifications were being followed. The 
Committee have all expressed a great deal of 
satisfaction with the work of Messrs. Mortimer 
& Tapper, and say that the concrete is as good 
as any evei laid in this city.

A ROBBERY FRUSTRATED. 

An accident early yesterday morning — 
vented the carrying off of $7,000 worth of silks, 
which had been stolen from the Boston Store. 
About half-past 4 0’clock Roundsman Ander- 
son, of Pinkerton’s force, entered the door of 
the Wilde Building, on the corner of State and 


Madison streets. e had rubbers on because of 
the rainy weather. In going up-stairs his foot- 
steps were hardly audible. hen near the first 


landing he heard some one say, “Is that you, 
George!“ Thinking the question was directed 
to him, and suspecting that thieves were at 
work somewhere, he answered Les.“ Then 
he turned to go down-stairs to call his partner. 
Before he had gone two yards the voice said: 
„Stop, or IU shoot vou.“ Anderson, however, 
continued on, and when he reached the side- 
walk signalied his fellow officer, and 
as they returned into the building 
they heard footsteps retreating in 
the distance. The man ran west 
in the hallway, and down the stairs leading to 
Madison street, and so escaped. The first thing 
that the policemen’s bull’s-eye threw light upon 
when they began their search was a lot of silks 
under the stairway. These were taken care of, 
and then an effort was made to learn whence 
they came. Going up to the top floor, Ander- 
son found the scuttle open. He got out on the 
roof, crossed one building, and found the scut- 
tle of the store occupied by Rand, McNally & 
Co. and the Boston Store also open, a ladaer 
making acvess to the fifth floor very easy. This 
ladder nad been used to get to the third floor 
through the elevator, whence the second, where 
the silks were stored, could be reached by a 
stairway. The rubbery had been well planned, 
and was evidently the work of skilliul hands. 
Two men had been. seen near the corner of 
Washington and State streets early in 
the morning by a city policeman. 
One pretended to be verv drunk, and the other 
to be waiting for a car to take him to the Stock- 
Yards. These were undoubtedly the outside 
men or watchers, one of whom was George.“ 
who had probably been sent after a hack to 
carry off the goods just before Anderson en- 
tered the Wilde Building. The police, of 
course, have no idea who the thieves are. The 
Boston-Store man got his silks back, and is 
satisfied. And that will be the end of the 
matter. 

The peoole of Chicago will be troubled much 
with burglars this winter. There are a score of 
first-class house-men in the city to-day, and they 
expect to remain here and work. A few of them 
are Known to the city detectives; the others are 
not. Supt. Hickey can prevent a score or more 
of house-breakings this winter by giving orders 
to run in all the crooks who are to be seen on 
the streets any day. Thieving can be kept down 
to a minimum by persistent warfare; but when 
Eastern, and Western, and Southern burglars, 
pickpockets, and sneaks are allowed to make 
Chicago their headquarters, it is not to be won- 
dered at that thousands of dollars’ worth of 
property is stolen every year. 


THE FRENCH ELECTIONS. 


Or- 


Decisive Defeat of the Bonapartists, 
leanists, Bishops, aud Priests. 
London Times, Oct. 18. 

The more closely the French electoral re- 
turns are scanned the more crushing seems the 
defeat of Marshal MacMahon and his Minis- 
ters. They put forward no fewer than 506 
official candidates, aud the country rejected 
307. Such a multitude of reverses would ap- 
pear an overwhelming condemnation even if the 
Government had held aloof from the contest 
and invited the electors to vote as they pleased. 
But M. de Fourtou has taken the most elaborate 
pains to make the defeat personal, compre- 


hensive, and final. Marshal, Ministers, 
Prefects, magistrates, schooimasters, police- 
men, Bishops, and priests have all been 


made electioneering agents, and they have 
all been rudely pushed aside. The 
Marshal himself has deen personally con- 
demned; his Ministers have been personally con- 
demned; their whole system has been con- 
demned; and the one thing they nave brought 
to light is the thing they most dislike—the de- 
termination of the country to abide by the Re- 
public and Parliamentary Government. The 
allies of the Ministers uave also been roughly 
treated, and none more so than the Imperialists. 
That party said that the battle jay between it; 
self and the Republicans. The Legitimists wer 

disdainfully told that they were as uperannuated 
faction. ‘he Orleauists were reminded that 
they bad ceased to exist as a party trom the mo- 
ment when the Comte de Paris saluted the 
Comte de Chambord as the legitimate heir of 
the throne, and thus did penance for the 
treason of Louw Philippe. Marshal Mac Mahon 
was given to understand that he was very much 
mistaken if he fancied that a soldier who had 
lost the battle of Worth and led the way to 
Sedan could speak to the nation or the army 
with the authority of a Napoleon. The Govern- 
ment was warned that if it would escape defeat 
it must lean on M. Rouher, and that is what the 
Marshal did when he intrustedthe Ministry of 
the Interior to M. de Fourtou. The Cabinet 
was made more than halt Bohparatist. Imperial: 
ist Preiects and Sub-Pretects took the place 
of Republicans. The electoral machinery of the 
Empire was again set up in every arrondisse- 
ment. A crowd of Imperialists were put ou the 
list of the official candidates, and among 
them were men who had leit sinister memories 
of their activity, as well as others who were 
made formidabie by their ability, their promi- 
neuce. and their frank determination to destroy 
the Republic. Many ol the Royalists were 
startied to find that they must keep company 
with M. de Maupas; and we shail do M. de 
Broglie the justice of supposing that he was re- 
luctant to lend the support of his Ministry to a 
man covered with the guilt of the * ’etat. 
The Cassagnacs were also strange allies of a 
Republican Government, for the one is the 
eulogistie historian of the coup d’etat, and the 
other daily invites the Marshal to repeat it. 
But official cynicism did not reach its height 
until the President of the Republic invited the 
electors to put their trust in the Vice- 
Emperor.“ M. Rouher. 

Still, the Government was compelled to de- 
pend on these men from the moment of its 
quarrei with the Republican party. They were 
essential, and they knew it. But how far have 
they fulfilled their own anticipations! The an- 
swer is given in the rejection of more than 300 
Official candidates. The Imperialists bave 
gained, it is true, about a dozen seats more 
than they held in the last Chamber, and they 
will now muster about ninety votes. But that is 
a poor return for all the labors of the last 
tive months. To say that the Imperial- 
ists are the rivals of the Republicans 
when the one party counts but ninety votes 
and the other at least 325 is to make a boast 
which will scarcely deceive Marshal MacMahon 
himself. He will see that the Bonapartists, 
although aided by the whole force of the Ad- 
ministration, have been defeated in aimost 
every corner of France. The chief cuilt of the 
present Government lies in its deliberate choice 
ns, and the arguments, and the 
appeals, and the men befitting a military des- 
tism. It is no wonder that Orleanists like 
de Montalivet, once the servants of the 
Constitutional Monarchy, should oe indgnant 
and astonished when see the Duc de 
Broglie, the bead of an illustrious Parliamenta- 


rian family, helping to revive the fatai system 
of personal ru! 1

They seek to regain their u- 
ence over schools and colleges, the yg and 
the National Assembly, because they believe 
that in no other way can they hold their ground 
amid the changes of modert society. The clergy 
think that the Republicans would pust them 
out of the village schools, prevent the accumu- 
lation ot ecclesiastical property. and disendow 
the Church. Hence the Bishops and the 
priests have passionately cast themselves 
on the side of the onarchical parties. 
and the alliance of the Church has been accept 
ea alike by Royalists and Imperialists. But tt 
has done them more harm than g M. de 
Fourtou was obliged to declare with some vehe- 
mence that he did not belong tothe Clerical 
party. and the Marshal was also forced to say 
that he was not the servant of his priestly allies. 
How little the Catholic Church could help the 
Government may be seen {rom the elections in 
Brittany, which is still incomparably the most 
Clerical part of France. There, if anywhere, 
should we look for that devotion to the altar 
which contributed imperishable chapters to the 
Eistory of France — the tempest of the 
Revolution. But even Brittany is drifting far 
away from political Catholicism. Finisterre has 
returned no fewer than five Republicans. and 
only two supporters of Marshal MacMahon. 
The Cotes du Nord is equally divided between 
the two parties, and even Morbihan, the very 
citadel of priestly power, has elected one Re- 
publican. Bishop Dnvanloup, the leader of che 
political Catholic, has joined his appeal to that 
of Marshal MacMahon, and both share in the 
condemnation which has been pronounced by 
the nation.

He has the gift 
of being able to summarize bis criticism on an 
author or a book in a few words, 
and yet give a clear idea of his 
meaning; though this is evidently often due to 
the fact that be paraphrases the opinions of the 
French critics he has read. The style is rapid 
aud brilliant; the judgments and generalizations 
accurate; and the knowledge displaved wide. 
and yet minute. The work is the only one of 
the kind in the English language. the emas- 
culated translation of Demogeot excepted; and 
it is better than any French lite history yet 
published. It deserves a bieh rank as an au- 
thoritv on the subject of which it treats: and, 
notwithstanding its defects, it will be long be- 
fore u 1s superseded.

THE GREAT PYRAMID. 

A MIRACLE ITN STONE, on, Tae Great Prnra- 
mip oF Eecrrr. By Joern A. Sciss, D. D., 
Pastor of the Church of the Holy Communion, 
Philadelphia, Pa.; Anthor of Lost Times. 
etc. Philadelphia: Porter & Coates. Chicago: 
Hadley Bros. & Co. 12mo., pp. 250. 

Those who are not already familiar with the 
extraordinary theories concerning the origin and 
intention of the Great Pyramid of Egypt, which 
various learned and scientific men have of late 
years brought forward, will be curiously inter- 
ested in this little mopogram on the subject by 
Dr. Sciss. It presents,in the first chapter, a 
synopsis of the history of the monument 80 far 
as it is known; of the discoveries of the various 
explorers who have hunted in different ages, 
and particularly in our own, forthe key to its 
mystery; and of the startling interpretation 
which bas been put by certain astronomers, 

’ logists, and divines, upon the singular 
features exhibited in its construction. 

The second chapter is occupied with an argu- 
ment supporting the claim that the pillar was 
erected by Divine inspiration; connecting it 
with the 'propbesies and declarations of the 
Bible by means of numerous texts of mvstical 
significance; and aiming to prove that, in its lo- 
cation, form, measurements, proportions, and 
interior arrangement, the Pyramid is a perfect 
symbol of the Universe,—testifyiog in inde- 
structible records to the past sacred history of 
the human race, and foretelling with the same 
ag ey Fed that which is to come. 

The third chapter gives an analysis of the 
traditions of the ramid which have come 
down from the earliest times, and also of the 
opivions which have been held by modern schol- 
ars with regard to the purpose for which it was 
built. In summing up the evidence as he has 
it, Dr. Seiss goes beyond

The argument of Dr. Sciss is interesting, as it 
affords a condensed statement of the hypotheses 
of European scholars whose books are not gen- 
erally accessible to the American reader. He is 
a vigorous and expert writer; but his reasoning 
especially in the last half of his book, is that of 
a man who examines a subject with established 
convictions, and reads testimony in ce 
with the bias of his judgment.

NOVEL BY MRS. CORBIN. 
ECCA; on, Tur Woman's Secret. By Mrs. 

CAROLINE Femme Cons. Chicago: Janeen, 

McClurg & Co. 12mo., pp. 389. Price, $1.50. 

A novel with a moral—obvious and searching, 
yet not offensive—is this which we bave from 
Mrs. Caroline F. Corbin. Its title suggests 
rightly that it deals with questions directly af- 
fecting women. in truth, the chief topics of 
the hour in which the welfare of wives and 
mothers{is concerned, are here freely, and 
calmly, and sensibly discussed. They do not 
subordinate the interest of the story, but min- 
gle with ita current naturally, seldom hindering 
its progress or obscuring its lucidity. Bearing 
evidence in their spirit and expression that they 
are the product of a thoughtful woman's deep 
experiences and feflections, they stimulate 
thought in them, challenging serious con- 
sideration. It is in this that they have power 
to do good. Being mildly and reasonably 
put, they do not rouse antagonism where even 
they must encounter dissent; they simply set 
the mind and the conscience at work, and some- 
times, perchance, with phases of duty which 
have not before been pressed upon ghe atten- 
tion. 

It is not well to criticise sharply the novelist’s 

in a fiction of this sort. If the characters 

ave a sufficient appearance of verisimilitude 
to pass without censure, and their actions are 
consistent and lead on to appropriate issues, 
the necessary ends of the story are served. It 
is the moralist whose role is to be most care- 
lly scanned, and it is in this direction that 
rs. Corbin fis especially strong. She shows 
with touching force the sadness @hat shadows 
many women’s lives f the ignorant, careless 
negiect of their spiritual comfort by husbands 
who mean no wrong, but in the engrossment of 
business forget that companionship and sym- 
pathy are the daily due of those who by nature 
and by relation must depend upon them for 
solace and strength in hours of trial and weak- 


ness. | 

The discussions are introduced in a colloquial 
form, allowing different sides of the argument 
to have a representation. Their range is wide, 
and in its circuit points are touched on which 
the most conservative woman’s heart has not 
escaped wounding. It may be said to the au- 
thor’s credit that she sedulously inculcates the 
doctrive that woman’s true province is within 
the domestic sphere, that bere her nobiest work 
lies, and that to its right performance there can- 
pot be brought too much uative intelligence, or 
too broad and profound a culcure.

The work which Bret Harte has done in com- 
memorating in fiction the strange, rough life 
of the pioneer setticrs on the Pacific Coast, 
Mrs. Burnett is repeating in behalf of the coal- 
miners and the coarse, ignorant, hard-working 
laborers of England. There is not much sim- 
ilarity in the style of the two authors; and yet 
the characters with which they prefer to deal, 
and the vivid power they show ia portraying the 


race of humanity, irresistibly associate the 


writers together, and imstitute likenesses be- 
tween them. 

The stories collected in the volume 
are uncommonly vigorous and thful stories 


of human nature. Ihey are all the more effect- 
ive that they reveal the depths of feeling exist- 
ing in hearts closed and dumb for the most part 
to the world above them, for lack of culture in 
tbe arts of speech and of communication. The 
grief that barruwed the soul of Surly Tim 
when at last it breaks over the long, rigorous 
habit of repression, tonches us with infinitely 
greater force from the surprise it creates that so 
much pain has been patiently and silently burne. 
Nothing is su pathetic as a sorrow that makes 
no moan, though the life wastes day by day by 
its ceaseless Cnawing. re is scarcely in all 
our literature s more mo tale than this 
which gives its name to the collection under no- 
tice.

Art Journal for November appears 
with its usual elegance of paper and type. Its 
three steel engravihgs are interesting and in- 
structive. The first, On the Hillside,” aiter 
Holman Hunt. is a pastoral English scene, in 
which the great rocky hillside, partly bare and 
partly clothed with verdure, is subordinated to 
the flock of sheep which are feeding upon it. 
The glimpse of the distant sea, the far and near 
masses of rock and vegetation, the fine-wooled 
sheep, and the briars and flowers of the fore- 
ground. are treated with the careful imitation 
of Nature which shows the pre-Raphaelite, but 
with due attention to the massing of light and 
shade.

If Judge Holmes’ 
book is pot meant as a practical joke, like Arch- 
bishop Whatelv’s Historie Doubts,’ or proof 
that Napoleon never lived, then he must be set 
down as characteristic-blind, like some men are 
color-hiiad. J doubt whether auy so idiotic 
suggestion as this authorship of Snakspeare’s 
works by Bacon had ever been made before, or 
will ever be male again, with regard to either 
Bacon or Shakspeare. The tomfoolery of it is 
infinite.”

PLE.

Cuaicaco, Oct. 31.—It is not surprising that so 
many are indignant at Miss Corson's bills of fare, 
for we all know that muscles mast have nourisbing 
food as well as that the stomach should be filled at 
regular and frequent intervals for children to grow 
strong and for adults to keepso, It is cheating 
the system to give the digestive organs work to do 
and not pay them for it with the resalt of good 
blood and plenty of it, and we would be taking 
advantage, as the injured party cannot speak for 
itself and protest. Miss Corson's book will effect 
good in one way, if notin the direct manner in- 
tended. It will the subject of cheap food to 
be agitated and attract the attention philau- 
thropists and practical economists.

What sort of 
person is he who w satisfied with what barely sus- 
tains life and protects from the inclemencv of the 
weather? Some are driven to thie extreme, alas! 
too many; bat can there be happiness in life when 
the veil owe as close to the door as that? 

A wor ‘afare ought to be such that he 
will fing that all of his vitality is not expended in 

tting a scant supply of daily bread for his fam- 

y, but euch that he may feel that he has made 
them comfortable, an“ has still enough spirit left 
to enjoy the relationships of the family circle. 

Good beef from cheap cute may be made very 
palataole by stewi nily for two honrs, with 
pepper ana salt, sing out a pint of, liquor 
when about half done, and letting the rest boil 
back into the meat, and browning the meatin the 
pot; after taking up the meat, make a gravy in 
the same pot with the pint of liquor, In this way

Half Graham flour and half white flour for yeast - 
made bread is healthier aud cheaper than all white 
flour. 

Mush made with Graham flour or cracked- wheat 
over night and fried for breakfast, eaten with 
sirup, is pot only of trifling cost, but exceedingly 
palatable. Corn-meal mush prepared in tse same 
way makes a variety. : 

Plain boiled rice ten with meat-gravy is a deli- 
cacy within the reh of all, and found upon the 
best tables atthe South, though at the North usu- 
ally eaten with mila and sugar or made into pud- 
dings. Cold boiled rice cut into slices and fried is 
also a delicious breakfast dish (dipping in egg and 
Hour before frying is an improvement). ‘To cook 
the rice, wash weil through two waters by ruboing 
between the hands; one coffee-cup of rice to one 
quart of builing water; two teaspoonfnis of sait 
put in a two-quart basin and set in steamer, and 
steam for three-quarters of an hour, stirring once 
or twice at first. The nutritive qualities of rice 
are attested to by the pigeons, who fly a thousand 
—— Without stopping after a feast im the rice- 

elds, 

Coarse hominy, called samp, soaked over night, 
boiled, and when done adding tie milk, butter, 
and salt is agreeable and whoiesome. A good dish 
is also to take one-third coarse hominy covked and 
two-thirds boiled beans, in whica has been boiled 
a very smal! piece of salt pork; boil together for a 
few woments, adding a little sait only.

PRACTICAL AND WELCOME. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

OAKLAND, Oct. 27.—Auatumn leaves preserved 
after the recipe given in The Home Oct. 20 will 
retain their beauty for years, and the turpentine 
renders the leaves so pliable that they never crack 
or break. They can be made into bouquets by 
running green thread wire through each leaf. Now 
if you wish a bronze vase to hold your bouquet, 
take a hard crook-neck squash, saw off the end, 
leaving the bottom in the shape of a born of plenty, 
lay it in a dry place until the seeds and their 
envelope will pull out easily, take a piece of 
smooth pine an inch thick and long enough to pro- 
ject a little beyond the squash when pares upon it 
verpendiculaly, then, just where it touches the 

Hard, pierce the shell with a large darning needle 
and insert a nail of sufficient Jength to hold it fast; 
a drop of wax will help keep it in place. Now 
with a brush apply a coating of bronzimg, and after 
a while another. If the bronzing is not handy a few 
cents’ worth of red aniline dissolved in aiconol will 
do just as well. This vase cannot be told from the 
real bronze without a close inspection, There are 
many ways to color and paint grasses. Coloring I 
do not like, as it soon fades, is so brittle, and at 
the same time stiff and ungraceful. As the grdsses 
are gathered, they should be placed in an ola pail 
or box of sand in a dark place, and stick the stems 
—a few ina place—in an upright position in the 
sand. In this way they do not dry too fast, and 
are more pliable and graceful. When ready for 
vainting, procure five cents worth each of chrome 
green, Paris green, Chinese or California vermil- 
ion, yellow ochre; mix equal parts of linseed oil 
and turpentine, say one gill each, in a wide-mouth 
dish; make a little sieve of two thicknesees of tar- 
latan sewed on a piece of wire bent in acircular 
form, a little loose or bagging in the middle; 
lake one or two pieces of grass, lay 
the parte to be painted on an old plate. 
Bruab gently with the oil and n using a 
clean paint or varnish brush. v not get too 
much on, but touch all. Then, with the little sieve, 
sift on the desired color. Lay it ona paper while 
dusting the color on, 80 as to 4 1 waste. I 
presume all know the nature of Paris green, and 
that it must be used with care. Have the sand 
ready aguin to stick the painted grasses in until 
dry. Don't let the different colors touch until! 
dry. Arrange with crystallized grasses and grain, 
and if you don't think them beautiful I ehail 
think you are related to Margaret's Husvand.

ELECTION-DAY IN FRANCE. 
Paris Correspondence London News. 

Polling places open, sedate officials standing 
behind long deal boxes with slits in the lids, 
ragged men distributing ballot papers at the 
doors, and Frenchmen going to vote in shoals— 
the workman in his blouse, the dandy who 
throws away his cigar as he enters, the trades- 
man in his Sunday best, and the Duke who has 


been to mass and alights from his brougham. 
There is a noiseless fever in the ity and men’s 
faces look eager. The streets are full, and the 
cafes overflow. Though it is Sunday, stock- 
jobbers throng the entrance of their favorite ar- 
cade on the Boulevards, and discount the future 
in whispers. The kiosque women are driving a 
steady sale in newspapers, and have a cheer- 
ful air, for this is to them a day of cop- 
per harvest, and they will be selling journals 
until long past midnight. According as custo- 
mers buy the Figaro or the Gaulois, the Repub- 
lique or the Siecte, you know their color and 
guess their hopes. The France is in large de- 
mand; it contauns Emile de Girardin’s final 
trumpet call; the Univers is howling to the 
fanatical, but is not much bought; the Figaro 
has a string of jokes, and the casino-like office 
of the paper in the Rue Drouot is crowded with 
quidnunes, who titter at the fanciful dispatches 
in the public room. Higher up toward the pop- 
ular quarters of the city the streams of voters 
thicken. The walls are patched over with pla- 
cards. yellow, crimson, and blue; men lounging

Why 
this patrol? The workmen are reading the 
“red” Feveil, but they are quiet enough. 
Grimy faces they may have, horny hands, clothes 
discolored from paint, oil, or soot, or cheeks 
haggard from the poison of lead works, but 
their votes count for as much as an Archbishop's 
or @ Duke’s, and they are going to give them 
with a dogged idea that they are voting to some 
purpose. On we go, till houses become fewer, 
and we reach the grass and stone girdle of forti- 
fications which not so long ago bristled with 
bayonet and cannon. Then, passing by the 
gate where the red-trousered sentry stands, the 
town customs office, the moat, and the herd of 
cattle huddled at the barrier while the octroi 
men count them, we jump into a passing tram- 
way car, and are borne away from the big city 
he heart of France is throbbing. 
We are omens vineyards and apple orchards 
now. The stubble-flelds have been turned up 
for next year’s turnips; the clover meadows 
have been plowed tor the October seed; but the 
beet-root crop has still to come in. The bells of 
the village churches are ringing for the aiter- 
noon catechism, to which little girls are troop- 
ing with nuns behind them, and small boys 
clattering in wooden shoes, The cure has had 
105 say about the election in his pulpit at 10 
o’clock mass, but he spoke to a congregation of 
women, children, and old paupers, for the 
clergy have done so well of late years that they 
have driven from their churches the able-bodied 
of the male sex.

Government has 
forbidden that wine-shops should be converted 
into debating-rooms, and there is a belted gen- 
darme standing outside within earshot; but the 
peasants, as they lean over the oil-clothed ta- 
bles, with their legs tucked up under the rush 
chairs, make speaking-tubes of tfeir hands, and 
converse in muffled tones, grinning, Trust 
them to know for whom they have been voting; 
these long-headed rustics of the country round 
Paris are not birds to be caught with official 
chaff. The garde-champetre steps in, an impos- 
ing person with a blue blouse,a cocked-hat, 
brass-hilted sword, and corduroy trowsers. 
Drink is offered to him, and he accepts. How 
are the elections going?’’ He doesn’t know, but 
— to his bag full of the official candidate’s 
allot-papers, which he has been ordered to give 
away, and he winks, implying that few of these 
papers have been asked of him. They wink in re- 
sponse and laugh. Then the noise of wheels is 
beard, and the richest land-owner of the dis- 
trict drives up to the mairie ina family wagon- 
ette to vote. Heisa Liberal Parisian banker, 
with a jovial, round face, whom the Govern- 
ment papers have been a 1 through the 
summer as an incendiary ical, but the 
villagers doff their hats to him and have no fear 
of his setting anybody’s house on fire, Next 
comes the Voltairian doctor of the canton, trot- 
ting on his flea-bitten mare, and holding his 
whip and bridle like a knife and fork, as a true 
Frenchman does. This free-thinking leech is 
the abomination of the local clergy, and, truth 
to say, there is something subversive in the very 
shape of his wide-awake and the cut of his 
beard. No need to speculate how this gentle- 
man votes; he hands his electoral card to the 
Mayor with a nod, and, that plump official 
having torn the corner off, he drops 
his ticket into the box-slit with a facetious 
aint that they had better all take care, for such 
explosive votes as his may perchance blow the 
box up. Time glides on, and there is a sudden 
incursion of farm-laborers, who have been din- 
ing off boiled beef and white wine, and dance 
down tothe mairie arm-in-arm with their gig- 
gling sweethearts. They have stuck voting 
papers in their hats, and as they go they extract 
riotous sounds from earthenware horns. A 
gendarme bids them desist from this disorderly 
music, and they do; but itis doubtful whether 
the prohibition ruts them in good humor with 
the candidate whom this gendarme is supposed 
to hold under his special protection. A 
Bonapartist is this capdidate, and the 
son of a man who became a Count of the 
Second Empire by blowing bubble companies 
on the Bourse, and giving the Court a share 
of the suds. Here he comes in the flesh, driy- 
ing a spanking phaeton with high-stepping bavs 
and silver-plated harness. His wifs is by his 
side with ribbons of the fashionable vellow in 
her bonnet, and two grooms with blue coats and 
chins sit behind, arms folded. It is a coldish 
day, but the Count and Countess are go.n 
about from village to village to try and catch 
votes, and electrifying the masses by their affa- 
bilitv. The trap slackéns into a slow quasi- 
triumphal trot at the entrance of the village, 
and, while Madame wreathes her face in smiles

Ican testify that the Nez Perces 
really expected that Sitting Bull would aid 
them, though, of course, | don’t know how well 
their hope was grounded. While I was in their 
camp several warriors spoke of this matter. 

For a long time after I reached their camp 
the white flag floated over both encampments. 
But suddenly, while I was sitting in the pit I 
spoke of, a bullet came singing overhead. It 
was followed by otbers. These shots were from 
our own men, and | was alarmed and disgusted. 
In the first place, I didn’t want to be killed by a 
frietid ; in the next instant it struck me that the 
Indians suspected treachery. That they did 
suspect it I found soon afterward. A couple of 
warriors, who had been especially friendly to 
me, took me outof that pit into another one. 
warning me that the other Indians were talking 
about my ‘forked tongue,’ and of the propriety 
of killmg me then and there. 

* During the 1 4 — Miles decided to sur- 
render Joseph. he was brought down under 
cover of a white flag to a space half way be- 
tween the Nez Perces position and our own. 
The General himself went with Joseph, and 
was accompanied by one of his staff officers. 
There were three Indians along with me. I 
suppose that was an interesting position. With 
the suspicion of treachery on both sides, 
thirteen of our men lay * their trenches 
scarcely forty rods off, with the rifles held at a 
dead rest on Joseph and my three Indian 
guards. More than twenty Indians bad an 
equally sure sight over their Winchesters and 
Heurys straight at Gen. Miles and me. I have 
since learnea that Miles’ staff officer held a 
cocked revolver in his bosom ready to fix 
Joseph if I should be harmed. The transfer 
passed without trouble, and I was restored to 
the command of my company.“ 

“While I was in their pits,” says Lieut. 
Jerome, the Indians bchaved as I never saw 
Indians behave before. Some of their dead 
were brought in, but they paid no special at- 
tention to them and did not much grieve over 
them. One of the Indians would cail out when 
a dead body arrived, ‘Hello! that fellow was 
shot yesterday,“ and that was about all. 
Neither did the Indians appear to care much 
whether they were fighting or not. It was the 
inconvenience of tighting or not Praun, as the 
case might be, that disturbed them. On the 
morning when I left one approached me, saying 
in good English, which most of them spoke, If 
it don’t get warmer than this we’ll have to goto 
fighting again.’’’ 

Lieut. Jerome gives several vivacious inci- 
dents of the battle. From the first Gen. Miles 
had ordered all the troops to push forward their 
intrenchments that night in order to get nearer 
and nearer to the enemy. When Lieut. Jerome's 
line was within forty or fifty yards from that of 
the Nez Perces it was so arranged between the 
soldiers and the Indians that either side, being 
over-fatigued from lying at full length on their 
bellies in the rifle-pits, might, by showing a 
white flag, arrest the firing, and arise and 
stretch their limbs and walk to and fro within 
ful) sicht of each other at that deadly distance. 
Such a truce with white men on both sides has 
been frequent in American warfare; never be- 
fore had American soldiers such confidence in 
Indian maguanimity as they were justified in 
exhibiting on this occasion. 

„Why,“ said Lieut. Jerome, those Indians 
are the bravest men on this continent. There, 
in the first night, when our mea lay wounded 
after the charge when we lost so many, they 
wouldn't kill a wounded man. All they wanted 
was his gun and his cartridge-belt. Several 
times the — would rise up in a sitting 
posture and stretch themselves. The Nez-Perces 
never fired at them; yetifone of our men iu 
the trenches showed his head, from five to ten 
bullets came whizzing at it on the instant. 

Once,“ said Lieut. Jerome, when Gen. 
Miles was riding along the line, an Indian jump- 
ed up and raised his revolver at him and 
shouted: 

„We fight; we do, General, you bet!“ 

The twenty or more Cheyenne scouts who 
headed Gen. Miles’ advance did not emulate the 
chivalry, but rivaled the bravery, of the Nez 
Perces. Thev fought,’ says Jerome, for the 
joy of it. Atone time four of them formed a 
combination queerer than any Wall-street com- 
bimation I ever heard of. Three of them bur- 
rowed in a 2 and put up a corner’ on Joseph's 
whole band. The fourth one—the man who 
did the most to win the corner—then used to 
* up and leap on to his horse, and ride out 
0 2 the Nez Perces’ fire. This bravado 
would, of course, oblige the Nez Perces who 
fired at him to expose their heads aboye the 
edges of their own trenches. whereupon the 
rider’s three companions would Hit up and give 
them bell.“

ade by him in refutation of Mr. 
Wendell Phillips’ strictures of ex-President 
Grant, growing out of the Edin interview, 
has excited an interest which p to be 
historical in a small way; at least it will elicit 
facts in connection with the late Charles Sumner 
and the San Domingo treaty struggle in the 
Senate, which up to this time have been clouded 
over. 

A correspondent has waited on Mr. Secretary 
Schurz, who was a member of the famous Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations ind the friend of 
Mr. Sumner. While Mr. Schurz was indisposed 
to be intervied ou this or any subject in which 
his name might be brought with unpleasant 
prominence before the public, he politely 
sented a few recollections of San Domingo 
times and of Charles Sumner's connection with 
them. It will de remembered that Mr. Fish 
stated that President Grant had an interview 
with the Senator from Massacuusetts, at which 
he pressed Sumner te support the treaty, and 
that Sumner presented no opposition to any 
of its features,’”’ but warmly expressed his ap- 
proval of it.” To this point Mr. Schurz 
addressed himself. The day after that in- 


terview with the President, Mr. Sumner 
told Mr. Schurz all about it: He re- 
peated the exact words of the answer 


which he made to Gen. Grant when the latter 
asked him to support the San Domingo treaty. 
According to Mr. Schurz’s recollection, they 
were something like these: Mr. President, 
every measure of your Administration will 
have, on my part, the most respectful and 
favorable consideration.” Mr. Sumner told 
Schurz that he had good reasons for not enter- 
ing into a discussion of that treaty on that, o- 
casionu, and that the President having called on 
him in his own house he felt bound to give him 
the most courteous answer concerning a subject 
likely to lead to differences of opmion. Mr. 
Sumner treated the San Domingo question 
from the very beginning in so delicate a manner 
as not at first even to attempt to express his 
opinion on any one. The complaint of the late 
Administration was that Sumnef promised to 
support the treaty at first and then opposed it. 
This is not true. 

Mr. Schurz continued that he knew Sumner’s 
sentiments with regard to the treaty from the 
beginning. He was never favorable to it, but 
when it was first broaght forward he never did 
or said anything to discourage its favorable con- 
sideration. Before expressing anv adverse 
opinion m Committee on the subject, Sumner 
waited until all the other members of the Com- 
mittee had expressed their opinions without en- 
deavoring to influence them, being, no doubt. 
at the time aware that the preponderance of 
judgment in the Committee was against the 
treaty. Sumner probably discussed those 
things more in a spirit of intimate confidence 
with Schurz than with anybody elsé, and 
Mr. Schurz d ot think that the name of 
Ashley in connection with any phase of the San 
Domingo treaty was ever mentioned between 
them. The assertion that Ashley's not being 
sent as a Commissioner to San Domingo had 
anything to do with Sumner’s opinion or action 
in the treaty is perfectly absurd. 

Sumner held hack his opinion on the treaty 
for a long time for the very purpose of securing 
to it the most respectful and favorable consid- 
eration that it could have. Nobody, concluded 
Mr. Schurz, who knew Sumner well could ever 
accuse him of any act of untruth{fulness or du- 
plicity in this or any other matter. 

On the subject of the recall of Mr. Motley as 
Minister to St. James, Mr. Schurz courteous- 
ly, but positively, declined to speak. He 
was not cognizant, personally, of the facts ac- 
tually bearing on the case, and therefore could 
not speak. While he believed that Mr. Sum- 
ner was removed from the Chairmanship of the 
Committee on Foreign Relations because of bis 
opposition to the treaty when it came before 
the Senate, ‘a belief in which the country shared, 
he had no desire to.open a discussion with Mr. 
Fish on that or any other question connected 
with the late Administration. His relations with 
the ex-Secretary had always been kindly, and 
thev were so now, and he intended, for his part, 
that they should remain so.

The principle of Constitu- 
tional as opposed to Personal Government bas 
been victoriously defended. Universal Suffrage 
has been proved not only safe, but consistent. 
Official candidature has been struck at the very 
heart, priestly interference rebuked, Bouapart- 
ism checked, and the foundations of true politi- 
cal liberty perhaps taid euduringly. Ali this in 
the one glorious day of Oct. 14, when the 
pation, summoned after tive feverish months 
of agitation to decide the issue of a wicked and 
neediess quarrel, once more intrusted its 
destinies to the very representatives whom 
Marshal MacMahon, ina moment of foolish in- 
fatuation, had dismissed and denounced as its 
enemies. 

Although the election returns are still incom- 
plete, a fair estimate of the composition of the 
new Chamber may now be hazarded.

In 1876 the majority of the Republicans was 
at first smaller than it now is.

In their present 
temper, the Republicans are vot likely to be 
more tender than in 1876. There is a report 
abroad (I attach little importance to it) that 
they will resolve on invalidating the return of 
the Monarchist Deputies en masse, and, by pro- 
ceeding to {resh elections, give their constitu- 
encies another chance of expressing their jree 
will, undeterred by the official influences that 
have lately been at work.

having fortheir text some of his latest exploits. 
A tew nights ago, he (by which pronoun I mean 
one of him) set upon a defenseless old man, out 
of pure playfulness, knocked him down, kicked 
him insensible, and cheerfully pursued his 
evening-promenade. There was not the alight- 
est provocation for this act,—not even the hope 
of getting money from the old man, who was 
wretchedly poor. It was simipiy one of those 
spontaneous outbursts of enthusiasm which are 
so characteristic of the London rough. I had oc- 
casion to observe him closely—more closely than 
{ desired—at Tietjens’ funeral. The arrange- 
ments for the obsequies of the great singer were 
scandalously incomplete. Tickets were issued, 
it is true; but of what use were the tickets 
when every available corner of the churchyard 
was pre-empted by the populace. Only two or 
three policemen were present, and they had a 
very hazy notion of what their duties should 
be.

Many intimate friends of the deceased were 
quite unable to get within sight of the grave, 
and wreaths that had been destined to lie on 
the cottin were crushed or plucked to pieces by 
the mob. Meanwhile the London rough perched

Tneir bed at a lodging- 
house costs them a peuny; their clothing may 
be set down as nil, so far as r cost to 
themseives; and, as to food, they take their 
chances,—one of the three chances Kuown as 
Beg, Borrow, or Steal. 
THE PENGE CASE

murder-trials before now which have excited an 

ual devree of interest in the public mind, but 
ever has the verdict of a jury received so much 
outspoken condemnation. Public meetings have 
been beld, and, for the past fortnight, people 
who cared nothing for the Penge case have been 
bothered by having had huge petitious thrust in 
their faves at every restaurant and club, with a 
request for their signatures. Public opinion is 
undoubtedly a great lever with officials of Gov- 
ernment, and Mr. Cross, the Home-Secretarv, 
was not slothful in heeding its call. Probably 
more than to any other single individual the 
four convicts o their lives to Mr. Charles 
Reade, who has interested himself in them toa 
degree that ts extraordinary even for that very 
eccentric novelist. He has written a succession 
of able letters to the Telegraph, putting forth 
every imaginable plea in behalf of the Staun- 
tons.

THE OLD WORLD. 
GLEANINGS OF AN ELDER WOMAN THEREIN.

Beruin, October, 1877.—Back to Berlin by 
sleeping-carriage. A German conductor, quite 
as tabby and puss-like as our Pullman friends 
at home. Toilet-arrangements and towels, as 
in our own cars; and offers of early breakfast, 
which we do not accept.

A head of Julius 
Cwsar in bronze, with eves of black and white 
marble, is very striking, and makes an im- 
pression not easily forgotten. And there are 
} Assyrian slabs, with their shallow reliefs, and 
inscriptions in arrowhead character, and Egypt- 
lan gods and goddesses, in all their monstrosi- 
ty. There are some wondertul casts of marbles 
found at Olympia, in 1875, ib excavations under- 
taken by the German Government. The most. 
important of these is a headless and armless 
figure of Nike, or Victory, which stands on a 
jofty trilateral pedestal. Tne buoyant, spring: 
ing effect of this statue is very remarkable. Its 
draped aud mutilated form is of the extremest

which took place just outside of Berlin. A 
friend had procured us tickets admitting us to 
the grounds, but, m order to profit by these, 
we were obliged to leave our hotel at 8 o'clock 
in the morning. . On arriving at the place desig- 
nated, we found a mounted police charged with 
the business of ranging the carriages into live. 
As ours was one of the first, an excellent place 
was assigned us. There we waited long and 
hungrily, having had time only to take a cup of 
coffee before our departure. After an hour, or 
something more, the troops began to arrive. 
The men did not march. but walked together 
without rhythm of any kind. The varieties of 
uniform would be endless to mention. The 
handsomest, perhaps, was that of the Guards of 
the Household, which was blue with a good 
deal of white and silver, surmounted by a silver 
helmet with wings at top. A ty of German 
ladies in our immediate neighborhood pointed 
out to us the various regiments as they arrived 
upon the field. The chief officers made 
their appearance m little later, er- 
ery regiment saluting its Col- 
onel with a uten * Good 
morning,’’—which had a hearty and friendly 
sound. The interest of our German friends in 
the scene seemed intense. Grenadiers, dragoons, 
cuirassiers, horse and foot soldiers,—they knew 
the name of every department of this great 
military display. The Red Uhlans, there they 
are; but where are the Yeliow Uhlans “ “Why 
does Col. So-and-so ride alone?” “Ah! there 
is Gen. ——."”" These phrases give an idea of 
their conversation. Many stalwart cousins, 
uncles, and acquaintances, arrayed in every 
color of the rainbow, rode up on well-groomed 
borses to exchange greetings with their fair 
relatives. We saw a doy of 10 vears alight from 
a handsome barouche. Several attendants were 
with him, of whom"one gave bim his chapeau, 
another fastened on his sword, a third admin- 
istered the tinishing touch. This boy wasa 
young Prince, already officer in a certain regi- 
ment, and this toilet prepared him for oe 
with his command. This spectacle reminde 
one of certain pictures which represent Cupid 
sharpeniug his arrows. But the German Cupid 
ot to-day has four syllables to his aame, and 
should be called Cupidity.” 

ln the midst of this excitement 

THE EMPEROR CAME, 

on horseback, in full uniform, and galloping 
very gallantly for a man of his advanced age. 
With him rode the Crown-Princess, Victoria’s 
daughter, clad, except as to the skirt, in the 
uniform of a Hussar regiment of which she is 
the Colonel. ter cap and jacket were exceed- 
ingly becoming, as Was a broad scarf or badge 
which she wore across the corsage of her dress. 
The Empress made ber appearance in an open 
carriage, drawn by six horses. As soon as the 
Imperial party had taken up their position, the 
various rows of carriages, under the direction of 
the mounted police, executed a sort of volte-face 
aod flank movement, which presently brought 
us, with the rest, into a much nearer 
proximity to the spot where these 
great people sat on their horses and in 
their equipages. Now came the glitter and 
bravery of the review. Regiment after regi- 
ment, horse and foot, each with its staff of offi- 
cers and its band, marched in turn before the 
Emperor.

THE DRESS-REQUISITIONS 

of the German aruy are, we are told, very se- 

vere. Officers must never appear otherwise 

than in uniform, and must never carry an um- 

brella. They must never be seen in any gar- 


ment which looks at all the worse for wear. In’ 


cousequeuce of these ordinances and customs, 
their dress bevomes very costly in proportion to 
their pay. They often run in debt, and cannot 
marry unless they pussess a fortune of their 
own, or find for themselves a wife with a suffi- 
cieut dower. It seems a consistent feature in 
this Man’s country that so much money should 
be devoted to the brilliant clothing of the men, 
leaving less than in other countries for the 
adorumeut of the women. A well-known 
feature of the Gevernment is the obligatiou im- 
posed upon every abie-bodied male citizen to en- 
ter the army at the age of IS, and to continue 
in it three years, Some excevtions, we hear, are 
made to this rule; but even with these, it affects 
by far the greater part of the male population. 
So the chain of military despotism is complete 
iu Prussia. The result is a barbarous and cruel 
society, in which dueling is encouraged, and in 
which the savage measures which Christendom 
to-day repels as inhuman are upheld as proper 
aud salutary. Prussian officers boast of having 
burned whole villages iu the Franco-Prussian 
war, to avenge a single shot fired by a /ranc- 
tireur in defense of his native soil. You will 
ask whether the voice of the women is never 
raised iv protest against this state of things. 
We may answer that io Germany the women 
have no voice. A woman trom a free and 
peace-loving country can only shake her head 
sadly, aud ask, O Lord! how long!” 

On the evening of the dav appointed for the 
review, a special entertainment was urdered by 
the Emperor at the Opera- House, for the amuse- 
ment of his many officers. This consisted of a 
ballet, in which much beaatiful scenery was dis- 
play together with much effective groupin 
and tulerable dancing. The house was filled 
with meo in unifurm. ‘The Emperor and 
Ew press attended, not in their state, but in 
their private box. We were present on this 
occasion, aud had a reasonubly good view of 
their Majesties, and also of Gen. Von Moltke. 
Ihe Ewpress was dressed io light-blue satin, 
with ap elaburate coiffure of flowers and featb- 
ers. She has been havdsume, but people seem 
to wish that she would forget it. 

A PERFORMANCE OF GUETHE’S “ FaUsT™ 

at the principal theatre is the ouly thing left for 
us to chronicle in Berlin. This, thuugh very 
tedious in the first act, on account of its endless 
monologue, was yet a most complete and inter- 
esting performance. The stage-arrangements 
were remarkable,—the shortest scenes beng 
given with entire tidelity. The immor⸗ 
tality of a great seul made itself 
feit throughout the varied drama, aud Greich- 
en's death without further appearance was far 
better than the opera a is in which she 
is carried up to Heaven. Goethe ends the story 
of this simple, sinning wench with the sentence, 
** Sie ust geretiat, — She is saved.” And this 
drops a curtain of reserve und mystery over ber 
sad ashes which is at once deeper and more de- 
cent than the usual shallow glorification.

LIVE IN AN OUT-OF-TUE WAY CORNER OF wo-

Haway, Orkney, September, 1877.—Many 
times during these cool days, as I have sat by 
the fireside, or roamed about thickly clad, have 
my thoughts turned towards friends in Amer- 
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fortable, well-régulated house, every oppor- 
tunity ts afforded me for learning Orcadian 
ways. Their hospitality ts unbounded, both in 
parior and kitchen; und sot a person goes 
from their doors either cold or hungry. It 
seems to me impossible that the word. “ hur- 
ry” can be included in their vocabulary.—

THE MOST MODERATE MANNER POSSIBLE. 

Stil® there is no neglect; all comes out m or- 
der. and at the right time. This cool, quiet 
manner is characteristic of all the tnhabitante, 
and is, I suppose, chiefly owing to their climate, 
—there being nothing in it to impart nervous- 
ness. In this house three servants are required 
tor worl@which one would do in America, and 
not because they are idle, but simply because of 
their moderation, and the same is the case with 
the farm-hands. | 

it is the delight of these good people to show 
to their visitors the antiquities and curiosities of 
their island-home, and not « day passes in which 
we do not explore some tnteresting locality. 
The post- roads are of the same excellent order 
as all those of Britain; and over them we drive 
in acomfortable carriage. But often our excur- 
sion leads us where carriages cannot go, and at 
such times a common tarm-cart, with bundles 
of straw arranged for seats,is ‘brought into 
requisition, and we pass most comfortably over 
the rough places. This is not an uncommon 
way of traveling here.—such equipages being 
often seen on a market-day wending their way 
to Kirkwall. The low rate of speed might be 
an objection to some, but one has one’s own 
legs to fal! back upon when in haste. 

The long twilight of the summer-evenings, 
which extends to midnight, and mingles with 
that of the coming day, adds another charm 
here, and renders it quite needless to hasten our 
return from our various trips. But, of the re- 
turn to the bright, cheerful fire of tne famil 
dining-room, the cordial welcome and the g 
cheer awaiting us, how can I give your readers 
an adequate idea‘ They must turn to Sir Wal- 
ter Scott's descriptions of such occasions, and 

BELIEVE THEM NOT OVERDRAWN. 

There are in Haway several lairds like my 
host, cultivating their own farms and living in 
comfortable independence. Their houses are 
large, square, stone structures, built rather 
with an idea to the sweeping winds of winter 
than to beauty; there are, however, several 
which are really elegant. One, which stands quite 
prominently out to view near Kirkwall, is a good 
reproduction of * Abbotsford.“ The cottagers 
and laborers still live as of old in small, primt- 
tive, miserable huts. Peat-stacks and out- 
houses are huddled together before them, and 
not unfrequently cows and calves are quartered 
with the family. In many of these wretched 
abodes of man and beast, the peat-tire is built 
in the middle of the clay floor, and the smoke 
escapes through a hole in the thatched roof, 
which serves also for admitting light. There 
are never more than two apartments, like the 
„but and the ben of the poor little houses 
of laborers in Sevtiand. Upon entering one 
of these buts, I was unable to distincuish,a 
single object for several seconds, until my oe 
became somewhat accustomed to the dim, 
smoky light. The inmate of the dwelling was 
the picture of contentment, and looked upon 
her visitor from America wita apparent in- 
terest and curiosity. This old woman and her 
“coo” live upon terms of great friendliness. 
The large landholders have in some instances 
attempted to improve the state of these people 
by building them comfortable houses, but they 
tind them quite unwilling to give ap the old 
homes. 

These poor abodes are not in the least an in- 
dication of poverty, for the peasantry are 

A FRUGAL, THRIFTY PEOPLE, 

and look out well fora ramy day.“ Most of 
those who live in the wretched way 1 have de- 
scribed, and who hardly ever eat — other food 
than what they make from oatmeal, have, I am 
assured, snug sums deposited in the banks of 
Kirkwall and Strompvess. They are rarely un- 
able to read and write, and are roo and 
grounded in the history and doctrines of the 
Bible. Sunday is kept in the strictest manner. 
No matter what the weather, troops of men, 
women, and children are to be eeen coming up 
from hill apd dale, with faces set church- 
ward, and, once they have entered upon 
the sefvices of the sanctuary, the deepest 
interest is manifested. They are a simple, con- 
tented people, and know but little of what is 
going on in the world, neither do they care to 
extend their knowledge. There are many old 
people, it is said, who have never been into 
either of the chief towns, although within easy 
walking distance. 

Within the last thirty years, farming has un- 
dergone a great change; the old-fashioned im- 
plements have been vanished, to a great extent, 
and apon pearly all the farms work is done in 
the most modern and approved style. In some 
cases, they are so far advanced as to employ 
steam. e hardier kinds of grain are raised in 
great abundance. Grazing is carried on quite 
extensively, and cattle to the number of 10,000 
head are annually exported, and they are most- 
ly of a superior class of stock. the little 
matter of eggs, a business to the amount of 
£20,000 sterling a year is done. i 

Steam communicatlon with England and Scot- 
land has wrought 

° A MIGHTY CHANGE 
in the business-affairs of the islands. Time 
was when so little was known of the rest of the 
Kingdom, that, for three months after James 
II. was settled at St. Germain’s, the good peo- 
ple here continued to put up in their churches 
the usual prayer for his Majesty! 

During the summer'months there is a bi- 
weekly steamer from Edinburg and Aberdeen; 
also a little mall-steamer plying daily between 
the north of Scotland aud Stromness. In win- 
ter, it often happens that for davs the Pentland 
is impassable for the little steamer, and then, 
wo to the man who depends upon bis daily 
London or Edinburg paper. No news from the 
outer world, and he is dull enough. A few 
years since, when gale succeeded gale for three 
weeks, not one word was received from the 
south during the whole time; and, at the end, 
there came to a friend here his London Tune 
for the last twenty-one days, and he gladly sat 
down to the reading of them! 

The winters are not extremely cold, as we are 
wont to imagme; for the atmosphere is temper- 
ed by the influences of the Gulf Stream; but 
winds rage to such an extent that out-vof-door 
employment is nearly impossible, and all things 
must be securely anchored, or blown away. The 
picture must be dismal, indeed, when the tulls 
have laid aside their royal purple mantle of 
heather, and have taken on the black coat which 
they wear in winter, when the sun rises past 9 
o' clock and sets a little after 3, and shows his 
face even then but rarely, and when the wind 
roars as if all the artillery of both heaven aud 
earth were brought into action. Surely, nothing 
but the briglitest fireside, and the best of com- 
pany in the way of people or books, can make it 
eudurable. The bare thought of life in the cot- 

res is enough to give ove the horrors. 

here are yet many things of great interest 
for me to seq There are Druidical remains, 
Pict’s houses, and ruins of the castles of the 
Vikings, ov several of the islands. Orkney is 
far richer in such curiosities than is generally 
supposed, and for the autiquarian there are 
rare treats iu these northeru isles.

An Attempt to Analyze the Ele- 
ments of Opposition. 


Special Oorrespondence of The Tribune. 
New York, Oct. 31.—I have recently been 
spending some time in Washington, a city which 
I had not previously visited in seven years. The 
marked improvement to be observed m all 
directions ts something wonderful. Washing- 
ton has suddenly developed into one of the 
most beautiful cities in the country, abounding 
in wide, beautiful, and well-paved streets, lined 
with elegant and costly residences of varied and 
attractive styles of architecture. Tne growth of 
the city under this liberal system of city im- 
provement has been remarkable. Gentlemen of 
Wealth, culture, and refinement have selected 
Washington for their winter-nhomes, and have 
erected for themselves residences correspond- 
ing with the positions which they occupy. 
Many of these gentlemen are Senators or 
Representatives in Congress, others are 
connected with the Administration in 
some of its departments, while others 
are induced to make that city their homes be- 
cause of its elegant society and the facilities it 
affords for miugiing with the refined and cul- 
ture@ toreiguers who are attracted, officially or 
otherwise, to the seat of Government. a 
consequence, Washington can protiably boast of 
more elegant and costly residences than any 
other city in the Union. But, nevertheless, a 
stranger driving about its streets, while favora- 
bly impressed with most that he sees, cannot 
fail to observe that 
THE CITY IS OVERGROWN 
to a very considerable extent. That is to say, 
the public improvements were projected on too 
extensive a scale, the growth of the city in pop- 
ulation not having kept pace with the improve- 
ments. For instance, he will observe that some 
of the broad, beautiful avenues, paved with the 
costly asphalt pavement, are projected beyond 
the lines of fine residences, in some instances 
running into the heart of cheap neighbor- 
hoods where the squalid dwellings of the 
middle and poor classes are in decided contrast 
to the city improvements. In other instances 
these broad avenurs come to an abrupt termina- 
tion in a mudhole, while in others they are 
rojected far into the suburbs, where vacant 
ots, many of them below the grade, line the 
street imstead of the fine resideuces which 
should adorn them. In fact, in the matter of 
pyblic improvements, Washington, in some 
respects, has been overdone, as Chicago was in 
building operations alter the great fire. In 
other respects the city has been neglected. For 
instance, while some of the avenues, paved with 
the smooth, almost notsel asphalt pave- 
ment, form some of the most delightful drives 
anywhere to be found, yet many of the side 
streets are so badly paved and are so 
FULL OF RUTS AND PITCH-AOLES 
that one who attempts to drive through them 
atagait faster than a walk does eo at the risk 
of smashing his carriage or tnjuring his horses. 
Bat in this matter of street pavements Wash- 
ington has had a costly experience, as indeed 
have most other cities. Various kinds of wood 
pavement were tried, the expense of laying 
them being very great, yet every kind experi- 
metited with has proved a mest costly failure. 
In the much used streets, it has been worn or 
rotted into deep ruts and holes, while in the 
streets but little used they have gone to decay 
with equal rapidity from natural causes. Un- 
fortunately some of the main residence streets 
were thus paved, and now, im consequence of 
their being absolutely dangerous to drive over, 
they have fallen into comparative disuse. But 
in the matter of asphalt pavement, Washington 
bas at last, and after many costly experimenta, 
succeeded in obtaining the right thing. 
PENNSYLVANIA AVENUB, 
the most used thoroughfare in the city, is thus 
paved, and thus far the asphalt has proved equal 
to the rough wear and tear to which it has been 
subjected. But it required several experiments 
to get it just right. In other American cities 
where it has been tried it has usuallv proved to 
be too soft in the hot weather of summer, aud 
too brittie tn winter. The Washington asphalt, 
bowever, scems to be of that happy medium of 
consistency which makes it a durable pavement 
as well as the pleasantest to drive over of an 
that is known. In New York, near the Firth 
Avenue Hotel, there is a small patch of this 
same aspha't pavement, about half a block in 
width, which was laid as an experiment. It has 
withstood for two or three years tue wear of all 
the immense amount of driving ou Fifth ave- 
nue, including the daily pussage of huudreds to 
heavy stages.

this asphalt pavement u much used, and has 
been found both durable and economical. But 
there it is laid with care and precision, under 
intelligent Government superintendence. In our 
cities the practice is to give paving contracts to 
the lowest, rather than to the most honest, bidder, 
and, as a consequence, the contractor is forced 
to slight his work, or steal somewhere in pruse- 
cution, in order tosave himself from loss. But 
Washington has demonstrated that the asphalt 
pavemeut, so much used and so popular in 
foreign eit es, can be satisfactorily and ecovomi- 
cally laid in this country. While that city has 
wasted millious of dollars upou various kinds 
of pavement, the only une which has given satis- 
faction is the asphalt. I donot know who is re- 
sponsible for it, so I cannot be accused of hav- 
jug an ax to grind, but I do know that the 
asphalt pavement is as smooth as a floor, is easi- 
1 kept clean, that it s a luxury to drive over 

and that it possesses elasticity, so that horses 
may travel on it for years without getting 
“stove up” in the knees and fect as they do in 
traveling on stoue pavements. The old
